Phenomena  for  1$65. 

Morning  ant>  Evening  Stars.— Saturn  will  be  Morning  Star  until  January  19th ;  then  Evening 
Star  until  October  26th ;  then  Morning  Star  the  rest  of  the  year.  Mara  will  be  Evening  Star 
until  November  11th,  and  then  Morning  Star  the  rest  of  the  year.  Jupiter  will  be  Morning  Star 
until  March  18th,  and  then  Evening  Star  the  rest  of  the  year.  Venus  will  be  farthest  east  of  the 
sun,  February  25,-  and  will  increase  in  brightness  until  April  1,  being  then  in  the  west  as  Eveniag 
Star.  Its  position  in  the  heavens  at  that  time  will  be  very  near  and  a  little  west  of  the  Pleiades, 
or  seven  Stars.  It  next  appears  as  a  Morning  Star,  exhibiting  a  long  slender  crescent,  which 
rapidly  grows  wider  and  brighter,  and  on  the  13th  of  June  it  will  again  be  brightest,  being  then 
a  short  distance  southwest  of  the  Seven  Stars.  It  will  be  at  its  greatest  elongation  west  of  the 
Sun  July  16th.    It  then  passes  off  towards  the  superior  conjunction,  and  soon  fades. 

Eclipses  for  the  Year  1865. 

I.  A  partial  eclipse  of  the  Moon  April  10th,  in  the  evening,  or  early  in  the  morning  of  the  11th, 
visible.    Size  2>6  digits,  or  about  one-fifth  of  the  Moon's  diameter. 

II.  A  total  eclipse  of  the  Sun  April  25th,  invisible  in  North  America,  but  visible  in  most  of 
South  America  and  Africa. 

This  splendid  eclipse  begins  off  the  coast  of  Chili  in  Long.  21  min.  36  sec.  E.  of  Washington, 
Lat.  31  deg.  23  min.  24  sec.  south,  and  ends  in  Africa  in  Lat.  4  deg.  23  min.  36  sec.  south,  Long. 
264  deg.  32  min.  36  sec.  W.  of  Washington. 

III.  A  partial  eclipse  of  the  Moon  October  4th,  in  the  evening,  visible.  The  Moon  will  rise,  on 
the  United  States  east  of  the  Mississippi  river,  partially  eclipsed,  and  in  the  Pacific  States  it  will 
be  invisible.  Size  4%  digits,  or  about  one-third  of  the  Moon's  diameter.  The  beginning  of  the 
eclipse  occurs  before  the  Moon  rises,  and  at  all  places  west  of  the  meridian  of  Buffalo  the  middle 
of  the  eclipse  will  occur  before  the  rising  of  the  Moon. 

IV.  An  annual  eclipse  of  the  Sun  October  19th,  in  the  morning,  visible  throughout  the 
United  States  as  &  partial  eclipse.  The  track  of  central  eclipse  begins  near  Nesqually,  in  Wash- 
ington Territory,  on  Pugefs  Sound,  and  passes  south  easterly  through  Montana,  Idaho,  Kansas, 
Southern  Missouri,  Western  Tennessee,  and  Georgia  to  Savannah.  Along  this  line  the  eclipse 
will  be  11  digits  in  size,  and  ring-like,  the  ring  being  %  digit  wide. 

The  Eclipse  first  touches  the  Earth  in  Long.  30  deg.  51  min.  12  sec.  W.  of  Washington,  in  Lat. 
35  deg.  0  min.  30  sec.  N.,  at  the  Instant  of  sunrise  there,  it  being  then  at  Washington  8h.  17m.  a.  m. 
The  eclipse  ends  on  the  Earth  in  mid-ocean,  in  Long.  53  deg.  18  min.  18  sec.  E.  of  Washington, 
in  Lat.  4  deg.  24  min.  54  sec.  N.,  at  sunset  there,  it  being  then  2h.  3m.  36  sec.  p.  si.,  at  Washington. 
The  central  eclipse  begins  in  Lat.  47  deg.  11  min.  12  sec.  N.,  Long.  45  deg.  47  min.  24  sec.  W.  of 
Washington,  at  sunrise  there,  and  passes  south  easterly  through  Kansas,  Missouri,  Tennessee, 
Alabama  and  Georgia,  entering  the  Ocean  near  Savannah,  and  ends  finally  in  Africa  in  Latitude 
16  deg.  45  min.  54  sec.  N.,  Long.  290  deg.  7  min.  west  of  Washington.

XXXVinth  CONGRESS. 


The  present  Congress  commenced  March  4th,  1863.  and  will  terminate  March  4th,  1365.  Its  first 
regular  session  opened  December  7,  1803,  and  closed  July  4,  1864.  Its  second  regular  session 
opened  December  5, 1864. 

The  Members  of  each  House  receive  a  salary  of  $3,000  per  annum,  and  mileage  at  the  rate  of 
20  cents  per  mile.  For  each  day's  absence,  except  when  caused  by  sickness,  $8  per  diem  is 
deducted  from  the  salary.  The  President,  of  the  Senate  pro  tern,  receives  the  same  compensation 
as  the  Vice-President.  The  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  receives  double  the  salary 
of  a  Member.

ALABAMA 

Was  settled  near  Mobile,  in  1702.  by  the  French; 
was  formed  into  a  territory  by  act  of  Congress, 
approved  March  3,  1*17,  from  the  eastern  por- 
tion  of  the  territory  of  Mississippi ;  framed  a 
Constitution  August  2,  1819,  and  was  admitted 
into  the  Union  December  14  of  the  same  year. 
Area  50,722  square  miles,  or  32,462,080  acres. 
Population  in  18o0  964,201,  of  whom  435,080  were 
slaves.  It  is  the  chief  cotton  growing  state  of 
the  Union.  White  male  citizens,  who  have  re- 
sided one  year  in  the  state  and  three  months  in 
the  county,  are  entitled  to  vote.  An  election 
for  a  Convention  was  held  December  24,  1860, 
and  a  majority  of  over  50,000  votes  cast  for 
secession ;  the  Convention  met  January  7,  1861. 
and  on  the  11th  passed  the  ordinance  of  seces- 
sion, by  a  vote  of  61  to  89,  which  was  followed  on 
the  21st  by  the  resignation  of  its  members  of 
Congress. 

ARKANSAS 
Was  settled  at  Arkansas  Post  in  1685,  by  the 
French,  and  was  part  of  the  Louisiana  purchase 
ceded  by  France  to  the  United  States,  April  30, 
1803.  It  was  formed  into  a  territory  by  act  of 
Congress,  March  2, 1*19.  from  the  southern  part 
of  the  territory  of  Missouri;  its  western  boun- 
dary was  settled  May  96, 1824,  and  its  southern, 
May  19,  1888.  Hating  adopted  a  Constitution, 
a  memorial  was  presented  in  Congress,  March 
1,  1836,  and  an  act  for  its  admission  into  the 
Union  passed  June  15 of  the  same  year.  Area 
62.198  square  miles,  or  33,406.720  acres.  In  1860 
its  population  was  435.450,  of  whom  111,115  were 
slaves.  It  is  an  agricultural  state,  its  staples 
being  corn  and  cotton.  Citizenship  and  resi- 
dence in  the  state  for  six  months,  qualify  voters 
in  the  county  and  district  where  they  reside. 
January  16, 1861, its  Legislature  ordered  a  State 
Convention,  which  assembled,  and  on  May  6, 
voted  to  secede,  69  to  1.  January  4, 1864,  a  con- 
vention assembled  in  Little  Rock,  which  adopted 
a  new  Constitution,  the  principle  feature  of 
which  consisted  in  a  clause  abolishing  slavery. 
The  Convention  adjourned  January  22.  This 
body  also  inaugurated  a  Provisional  Govern- 
ment. The  Constitution  was  rabmitted  to  the 
people,  ami  12.177  votes  ca-t  for  it,  to 236  against 
it.  The  State  was  re-organised  under  the  plan 
contained  in  the  Amnesty  Proclamation  of 
President  LtSOOUL  in  pursuance  of  which  an 
election  was  held  Marco  li.  B6t  The  vote  re- 
quired under  the  Proclamation  was5,405.  About 
16,000  vote-)  vr>.-re  cast. 

William  M.   r'l.-tiinxcK  and   Ei.isha  Haxtkr 
rtO  presented    to   the   Senate,   during   its   session 
L  credentials  as  Senators,  but  by  a  resolu- 
tion of  that  body  were  declared  not  entitled  to 
seata,  on  the  grounds  that  the  State  was  not  free 
?tJ  from  military  control,  and  consequently  loyal 
men  had  not  the  opportunity  to  vote  ;  that  the 


daring  the  inhabitants  of  the  State  in  insurrec- 
tion, nor  had  the  rebellion  been  suppressed,  and 
consequently  the  loyal  inhabitants  could  not 
re-organise  and  maintain  the  Government  ex- 
cept in  subordination  to  the  military. 

CALIFORNIA 

Was  settled  at  Diego  in  1768,  by  Spaniards,  and 
was  part  of  the  territory  ceded  to  the  United 
States  by  Mexico,  by  the  treaty  concluded  at 
Guadeloupe  Hidalgo,  February  22,  1848.  After 
several  ineffectual  attempts  to  organize  it  as  a 
territory  or  admit  it  as  a  state,  a  law  was  passed 
by  Congress  for  the  latter  purpose,  which  was 
approved  September  9, 1850.  Area  188,981  square 
miles  or  120,947,784  acres.  Population  in  1860, 
303.439.  It  is  the  most  productive  gold  mining 
region  on  the  continent,  and  also  abounds  in 
many  other  minerals.  White  male  citizens  of 
the  United  States,  and  those  of  Mexico  who 
may  choose  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the 
treaty  of  Queretaro,  of  May  30,  1848,  who  have 
resided  in  the  state  six  months  and  in  the  county 
or  district  thirty  days,  are  entitled  to  vote.  It 
is  a  Republican  Union  State.    Its  Senators  are : 

JAMES  A.  McDOUGAL,  of  San  Francisco. 
He  was  elected  in  1861  to  succeed  William  M. 
Gwin.  His  term  expires  March  4th,  1867.  He 
is  a  Democrat. 

JOHN  CONNESS  (Rep.  Un.)  He  was  elected 
in  1863,  to  succeed  Milton  S.  Latham.  His  term 
expires  March  4, 1869. 

CONNECTICUT 

Was  settled  at  Windsor,  in  1633,  by  English  Ptiri- 
tansfrom  Massachusetts,  and  continued  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  that  province  until  April 
23, 1662,  when  a  separate  charter  was  granted, 
which  continued  in  force  until  a  Constitution 
was  formed,  September  15,  1818.  It  was  one  of 
the  original  thirteen  states,  and  ratified  the 
United  States  Constitution,  January  9,  1788. 
Area  4,674  square  miles,  or2,991,360  acres.  Popu- 
lation in  1860,  460,147.  It  is  one  of  the  most 
densely  populated  and  principal  manufacturing 
states  in  the  Union.  Residence  for  six  months, 
or  military  duty  for  a  year,  or  payment  of  state 
tax,  or  a  freehold  of  the  yearly  value  of  seven 
dollars,  gives  the  right  to  vote.  It  is  a  Republi- 
can Union  State.    Its  Senators  are: 

LAFA  YETTK  S.  FOSTER  (Rep.  Un.),  of  Nor- 
wich. He  was  elected  in  1855,  to  succeed  Fran- 
cis Gillette  (Rep.),  and  was  re-elected  in  1861. 
His  term  expires  March  4th,  1867. 

JAMES  DIXON  (Rep.  Un.),  of  Hartford.  Mr. 
D.  was  elected  in  1857,  to  succeed  Isaac  Toucey 
(Dern.),  and  was  re-elected  in  1862.  His  terra 
expires  March  4th,  1869. 

DELAWARE 

Was  settled  at  Wilmington,  early  In  1638,  by. 


M J  President  had  not  recalled  his  proclamation  de-  I  Swedes  and  Finns ;  was  granted  to  Willian  Penn  KM 
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in  1682,  and  continued  under  the  government 
of  Pennsylvania  until  the  adoption  of  a  Consti- 
tution, September  20, 1776 ;  a  new  one  was  formed 
June  12, 1792.  It  was  one  of  the  original  thir- 
teen states,  and  ratified  the  United  States  Con- 
stitution, December  7,  1787.  Area  2,120  square 
miles,  or  1,356,800  acres.  Population,  in  1860, 
112,216,  of  whoin  1,798  were  slaves.  It  is  a  grain 
and  fruit  growing  state,  with  some  extensive 
manufactories,  residence  in  the  state  one  year, 
and  ten  days  in  the  election  district,  with  pay- 
ment of  a  state  or  county  tax  assessed  ten  days 
prior  to  an  election,  gives  the  right  to  vote,  ex- 
cept that  citizens  between  twenty-one  and 
twenty-two  years  of  age  need  not  have  paid  the 
tax.  It  is  a  closely  contested  state.  Its  Sena- 
tors are : 

WILLARD  SATJLSBURY  (Dem.),  of  George- 
town, Sussex  county.  He  was  elected  in  1859  to 
succeed  Martin  W.  Bates  (Deru.)  His  term 
expires  March  1th,  1865. 

GEORGE  READ  RIDDLE  (Dem.),  of  Wil- 
mington. He  was  elected  in  1861,  to  fill  the 
vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  .James  A. 
Bayard.    His  term  expires  March  4. 1869. 

FLORIDA 

Was  settled  at  St.  Augustine,  in  1565,  by  Span- 
iards ;  was  formed  from  part  of  the  territory 
ceded  by  Spain  to  the  United  States  by  treaty 
of  February  22,  1819:  an  act  to  authorize  the 
President  to  establish  a  temporary  government 
was  passed  March  3, 1819 ;  articles  of  surrender 
of  East  Florida  were  framed  July  10,  and  of 
West  Florida,  July  17, 1821,  and  it  was  then  taken 
possession  of  by  General  Jackson  as  Governor. 
An  act  for  the  establishment  of  a  territorial 
government  was  passed  March  30,  1822,  and  by 
act  of  March  3,  1823,  East  and  West  Florida 
were  constituted  one  territory.  Acts  to  estab- 
lish its  boundary  line  between  Georgia  and 
Alabama  were  passed  May  4, 1826,  and  March 
2,  1831.  After  several  ineffectual  attempts  to 
organize  it  into  two  territories,  or  into  a  state 
and  territory,  an  act  for  its  admission  into  the 
Union  was  passed  March  3,  1845.  Area  59,268 
square  miles,  or  37,930,520  acres.  Population,  in 
1860, 140,425,  of  whom  61,745  were  slaves.  It  is 
an  agricultural  state,  tropical  In  its  climate  and 
products.  Every  free  white  male  citizen,  who 
has  resided  in  the  state  two  years  and  in  the 
county  six  months,  and  has  been  enrolled  in  the 
militia  (unless  exempt  by  law),  is  qualified  to 
vote,  but  no  soldier,  seaman  or  marine  can  vote 
unless  qualified  before  enlistment.  Its  Legis- 
lature called  a  convention,  December  1, 1860, 
which  met  January  3, 1861,  and  passed  a  seces- 
sion ordinance  on  the  10th,  by  a  vote  of  62  to  7. 

GEORGIA 

Was  settled  at  Savannah,  in  1733,  by  the  English 
under  General  Oglethorpe.  It  was  chartered 
June  9,  1732;  formed  a  Constitution  February 
5,  1777 ;  a  second  in  1785,  and  a  third  May  30, 
1798.  It  was  one  of  the  original  thirteen  states, 
and  ratified  the  United  States  Constitution 
January  2,  1788.  Area  58,000  square  miles,  or 
37,120,000  acres.  Population,  in  1860,  1,057,286, 
of  whom  462,198  were  slaves.  It  i3  a  large  cot- 
ton and  rice  growing  state.  Citizens  of  the 
state,  six  months  resident  of  the  county  where 
voting,  who  have  paid  taxes  the  year  preceding 
the  election,  are  entitled  to  vote.  November 
18, 18(50,  its  Legislature  ordered  an  election  for 
a  State  Convention,  which  assembled  and  passed 
a  secession  ordinance  January  19,  1861,  by  a 
vote  of  208  to  89,  and  on  the  23d  of  the  same 
month  its  members  of  Congress  resigned. 

ILLINOIS 

Was  settled  at  Kaskaskia,  in  1683,  by  the  French, 


and  formed  part  of  the  Northwestern  territory 
ceded  by  Virginia  to  the  United  States.  An  act 
for  dividing  the  Indiana  territory  and  organiz- 
ing the  territory  of  Illinois,  was  passed  by  Con- 
gress, February  3,  1809 ;  and  an  act  to  enable  it 
to  form  a  State  Constitution,  Government,  &c, 
was  passed  April  18,  1818;  a  Constitution  was 
framed  August  26,  and  it  was  admitted  into  the 
Union  December  23  of  the  same  year.  Area 
54,405  square  miles,  or  34,819,200  acres.  Popula- 
tion, in  1860,  1,711,951.  It  is  the  chief  "prairie" 
state,  and  the  largest  grain  growiug  and  second 
largest  cattle  raising  state  in  the  Union.  All 
white  male  inhabitants,  who  have  resided  in  the 
state  one  year  and  election  district  sixty  days, 
can  vote  in  the  district  where  actually  residing. 
It  is  a  Republican  Union  state.  Its  Senators 
are: 

WILLIAM  A.  RICHARDSON  (Dem.)  He  was 
elected  in  1863,  for  the  unexpired  term  of 
Stephen  A.  Douglas  (Dem.),  succeeding  Orville 
H.  Browning  (Rep.),  who  had  been  appointed 
by  the  Governor.  His  term  expires  March  4, 
1865. 

LYMAN  TRUMBULL  (Rep.  Un.),of  Alton, 
Madison  Co.  He  was  elected  in  1855,  to  succeed 
James  Shields  (Dem.),  and  wa3  re-elected  in 
1861.    His  term  expires  March  4th,  1867. 

INDIANA 

Was  settled  at  Vincennes,  in  1690,  by  the  French, 
and  formed  part  of  the  Northwestern  territory 
ceded  by  Virginia  to  the  United  States.  It  was 
organized  into  a  territory  May  7,  1800,  from 
which  the  territory  of  Michigan  was  set  off  in 
1805,  and  Illinois  in  1809.  An  act  was  passed  to 
empower  it  to  form  a  State  Constitution.  Gov- 
ernment, &c,  April  19, 1816,  and  it  was  admitted 
into  the  Union  December  11  of  the  same  year. 
Area  33,809  square  miles,  or  21,637,760  acres. 
Population,  in  1860, 1,350,428.  It  is  an  agricultu- 
ral state,  chiefly  devoted  to  grain  growing 
and  cattle  raising.  A  residence  of  one  year  in 
the  state  entitles  males  of  21  years  of  age  to 
vote  in  the  county  of  then*  residence.  Recently 
it  has  been  a  closely  contested  state.  Its  Sena- 
tors are : 

HENRY  S.  LANE  (Rep.  Un.),  of  Crawfords- 
ville.  He  was  elected  in  1861.  to  succeed  Gra- 
ham N.  Fitch  (Dem.)  His  term  expires  March 
4th, 1867. 

THOMAS  A.  HENDRICKS  (Dem.),  of  Marion. 
He  was  chosen  in  1863,  to  succeed  Joseph  A. 
Wright,  who  had  been  appointed  by  the  Gov- 
ernor to  the  unexpired  term  of  Jesse  D.  Bright, 
expelled.    His  term  expires  March  4, 1869. 

IOWA 

Was  first  settled  at  Burlington  by  emigrants 
from  the  Northern  and  Eastern  states.  It  was 
part  of  the  region  purchased  from  France  ;  was 
set  off  from  the  territory  of  Wisconsin,  and  or- 
ganized as  a  separate  territory  June  12,  1838; 
an  act  for  its  admission  as  a  state  was  passed 
and  approved  March  3,  1845,  to  which  the  assent 
of  its  inhabitants  was  to  be  given  to  be  announ- 
ced by  Proclamation  of  the  President,  and  on 
December  28, 1846,  another  act  for  its  admission 
wa3  passed.  Area  50,914  square  miles  or  32,584,960 
acres.  Population,  in  1860,  674,913.  It  is  an 
agricultural  state,  resembling  Illinois,. and  con- 
tains important  lead  mines.  White  male  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States,  having  resided  in  the 
state  six  months  and  county  twenty  days,  are 
entitled  to  vote.  It  is  a  Republican  Union  state. 
Its  Senators  are: 

JAMES  W.  GRIMES  (Rep.Un.),  of  Burlington, 
Des  Moines  county.  He  was  elected  in  1859, 
to  succeed  George  W.  Jones  (Dem.)  His  term 
expires  March  4th,  1865. 

JAMES    HARLAN    (Rep.   Un.),    of   Mount 
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Pleasant.  Henry  county.  He  was  elected  in 
1854.  to  succeed  Augustus  C.  Dodge  (Dem.),  and 
was  re-elected  in  I860.    His  term  expires  March 

4th,  1667. 

KANSAS 

Was  formed  out  of  the  original  Louisiana  pur- 
chase, and  organized  into  a  territory  by  act  of 
Comrress.  May  — ,  1854,  and  after  several  ineffec- 
tual attempts  was'finally  admitted  into  the  Union 
in  January,  1861.  Area  78,418  square  miles,  or 
50,187,520  acres.  Population,  in  1860,  107,206.  It 
is  an  agricultural  state,  with  a  soil  of  rich  and 
deep  black  loam,  except  the  central  portion, 
which  is  partly  a  desert.  The  western  portion 
is  a  fine  grazing  country,  well  wooded.  It  also 
abounds  in  minerals.  It  is  a  strong  Republican 
Union  state.    Its  Senators  are : 

JAMES  H.  LANE  (Rep.  Un."),  of  Lawrence. 
On  the  admission  of  Kansas  into  the  Union,  he 
was  elected  one  of  the  Senators,  and  drew  the 
Short  term.    His  term  expires  March  4th,  1865. 

SAMUEL  C.  POMEROY  (Rep.  Un.),  of  Atchi- 
son.   His  term  expires  March  4th,  1867. 

KENTUCKY 

Was  settled  in  1775,  by  Virginians  ;  formed  into 
a  territory  by  act  of  the  Virginia  Legislature, 
December  13, 1789,  and  admitted  into  the  Union 
June  1,  1792,  by  virtue  of  an  act  of  Congress, 
passed  February  4,  1791.  Area  37,680  square 
miles,  or  24,115.200  acres.  Population,  in  1860, 
1,155,684,  of  whom  225,483  were  slaves.  It  is  an 
agricultural  state,  raising  more  flax  and  hemp 
than  any  other.  Loyalty,  a  residence  of  two 
years  in  the  state  and  one  in  the  county  are  the 
requirements  to  vote.  "  Any  citizen  of  this 
state  who  shall  enter  the  service  of  the  so-called 
Confederate  States,  in  either  a  civil  or  military 
capacity,  or  into  the  service  of  the  so-called 
Provisional  Government  of  Kentucky,  in  either 
a  civil  or  military  capacity,  or  having  heretofore 
entered  such  service  of  either  the  Confederate 
states  or  Provisional  Government,  shall  con- 
tiune  in  such  service  after  this  act  takes  effect 
(March  11,  1862),  or  shall  take  up  or  continue  in 
arms  against  the  military  forces  of  the  United 
States  or  State  of  Kentucky,  or  shall  give  vol- 
untary aid  and  assistance  to  those  in  arms 
against  said  forces,  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
expatriated  himself,  and  shall  no  longer  be  a 
citizen,  except  by  permission  of  the  Legislature 
by  a  general  or  special  statute."  It  is  a  Union 
Democratic  state.    Its  Senators  are : 

LAZARUS  W.  POWELL  (Dem.),  of  Hender- 
son. He  was  elected  in  1858,  to  succeed  John 
B.  Thompson  (Am.)  His  term  expires  March 
4th.  1665. 

GARRETT  DAVIS  (Dem.),  of  Paris,  Bourbon 
county.  He  was  elected  by  the  Legislature  in 
1861,  to  succeed  John  C.  Breckinridge,  expelled. 
His  term  expires  March  4th,  1867. 

LOUISIANA 

Was  settled  at  Iberville,  in  1699,  by  the  French, 
and  comprised  a  part  of  the  territory  ceded  by 
France  to  the  United  States,  by  treaty  of  April 
30,  1803,  which  purchase  was  erected  into  two 
territories  by  act  of  Congress  March  26,  1804, 
one  called  the  territory  of  Orleans,  the  other 
the  District  of  Louisiana,  afterwards  changed 
to  that  of  Missouri.  Congress,  March  2.  1806, 
authorized  the  inhabitants  of  Orleans  territory 
to  form  a  State  Constitution  and  Government, 
when  their  population  should  amount  to  60,000; 
a  Constitution  was  adopted  January  22,  1812, 
and  the  state  admitted  into  the  Union  April  8, 
of  the  same  year,  under  the  name  of  Louisiana. 
Area  41.255  square  miles,  or  26,403,200  acres. 
Population,  in  1800,  708,002,  of  whom  331,726  are 
slaves.    It  is  the  chief  sugar  producing  state  of 


the  Union.  Two  years'  residence  in  the  state 
and  one  in  the  parish  are  the  qualifications  of 
voters.  December  10,  1860,  the  Legislature 
ordered  a  State  Convention  to  be  held,  which 
assembled  and  passed  an  ordinance  of  seces- 
sion on  January  26,  1861,  by  a  vote  of  113  to  17. 
The  people  voted  on  the  question,  and  on  March 
28  the  following  was  announced  as  the  result: 
For,  20,448;  against,  17,296,  a  majority  of  3,152. 
The  Convention  ratified  the  'Confederate*  Con- 
stitution March  11. 1861,  by  a  vote  of  107  to  7,  and 
refused  to  submit  it  to  the  people  by  94  to  10.  On 
the  11th  day  of  January,  1864,  Maj.  Gen.  Banks 
issued  a  proclamation  for  an  election  of  state 
officers  and  delegates  to  a  Constitutional  Con- 
vention, for  the  purpose  of  effecting  a  recon- 
struction of  the  state  government  under  the  plan 
suggested  in  the  amnesty  proclamation  of  Presi- 
dent Lincoln.  The  election  was  held  on  the 
22d  day  of  February,  1864.  The  officers  thus 
elected  were  installed  March  4.  The  total  vote 
cast  was  10,725.  The  vote  requisite  under  the 
proclamation  was  5,051.  The  Convention 
amended  the  Constitution  so  as  to  abolish 
slavery.  The  new  Constitution  was  adopted  by 
the  people  by  a  vote  of  6,836  for,  to  1.566  against. 
The  Legislature  of  the  state  has  elected  Sena- 
tors as  follows : 

CHARLES  SMITH,  of  St.  Marys,  to  succeed 
Judah  P.  Benjamin,  resigned,  for  the  term  end- 
ing March  4,  1865. 

RUFUS  K.  CUTLER,  of  New  Orleans,  to  suc- 
ceed John  Slidell,  resigned,  for  the  term  ending 
March  4, 1867. 

MAINE 

Was  settled  at  York,  in  1623,  by  the  English,  and 
was  formerly  under  the  jurisdiction  of  Massa- 
chusetts. October  29,  1819,  the  inhabitants  of 
the  District  of  Maine  framed  a  Constitution, 
applied  for  admission  December  8, 1819.  Con- 
gress passed  an  act  March  3,  1820,  and  it  was 
admitted  as  a  state  March  15,  of  the  same  year. 
Area  31.766  square  miles,  or  20,330,240  acres. 
Population,  in  1860, 628,279.  It  is  largely  engaged 
in  the  lumber  trade  and  ship  building.  Citizens  of 
the  United  States,  except  paupers  and  persons 
under  guardianship,  who  have  resided  in  the 
state  for  three  months  next  preceding  the  elec- 
tion, are  entitled  to  vote.  It  is  a  Republican 
Union  state.    Its  Senators  are : 

NATHAN  A.  FARWELL  (Rep.  Un.),  of  Rock- 
land. He  was  appointed  by  the  Governor,  in 
1864,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resigna- 
tion of  William  P.  Fessenden..  His  term  expires 
March  4,  1865. 

LOT  M.  MORRILL  (Rep.  Un.),  of  Augusta, 
elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  created  by  the  elec- 
tion of  Hon.  Hannibal  Hamlin,  Vice-President, 
and  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  in  1863,  was 
re-elected  by  the  Legislature  to  the  full  term. 
His  term  expires  March  4, 1869. 

MARYLAND 

Was  settled  at  St.  Mary,  in  1634,  by  Irish  Roman 
Catholics,  having  been  chartered  June  20.  1632. 
It  was  one  of  the  original  thirteen  states ; 
formed  a  Constitution  August  14, 1776,  and  rati- 
fied the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  April  28, 
1783.  Area  11, 124  square  miles,  or  7,119,260  acres. 
Population,  in  I860,  687,049.  of  whom  87.139  were 
slaves.  It  is  mainly  an  agricultural  state,  pro- 
ducing grain  and  tobacco.  A  residence  of  one 
year  in  the  state,  and  six  months  in  the  county, 
gives  the  right  to  vote  to  every  white  male  citi- 
zen who  takes  the  oath  of  allegiance  prescribed 
In  the  Constitution.  January  23,  1864,  a  bill 
passed  the  Legislature  submitting  to  the  people  ., 
the  question  of  a  Convention  to  revise  the  Con-  \,Z 
stitution  of  the  state.  The  popular  vote  on  the  ^1* 
question   was   as    follows: 
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32,203;  against,  18,337.  The  Convention  as- 
sembled and  adopted  a  Constitution  abolishing 
,.  slavery,  which  was  submitted  to  and  adopted  by 
U  the  people,  and  in  accordance  with  its  pro- 
visions, on  the  29th  of  October,  1864,  the  Gov- 
ernor issued  his  proclamation  declaring  the 
slaves  in  the  state  free  from  the  1st  day  of  No- 
vember. It  is  a  closely  contested  state.  Its 
Senators  are: 

Un.).  of 
Dorchester  county.  He  was  appointed  by  the 
Governor  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  de- 
cease of  James  A.  Pearce  (Dem.),  Dec.  20.

RHVERDY  JOHNSON  (Dem.),  elected  by  the 
Legislature  in  1862  to  succeed  Anthony  Ken- 
nedy (Am.)    His  term  expires  March  4,  1869. 

MASSACHUSETTS 

Was  settled  at  Plymouth,  November  3, 1620,  by 
Enelish  Puritans,  and  Charters  were  granted 
March  4,  1629,  January  13, 1630,  August  20.  1726, 
and  October  7,  1731.  It  was  one  of  the  original 
thirteen  states  ;  adopted  a  Constitution  March 
2,  1780,  which  was  amended  November  3.  1820, 
and  ratified  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  February  6,  1788.  Area  7,800  square 
miles,  or  4.992,000  acres.  Population,  in  1860, 
1,231,066.  It  is  a  largely  commercial,  the  chief 
manufacturing  and  most  densely  populated  state 
in  the  Union.  A  residence  of  one  year  in  the 
state,  and  payment  of  a  state  or  county  tax, 
gives  the  right  to  vote  to  male  citizens  of  21 
years  and  upward,  except  paupers  and  persons 
under  guardianship.  It  is  a  strong  Republican 
state.    Its  Senators  are : 

HENRY  WILSON  (Rep.  Un.),  of  Natick, 
Middlesex  county.  He  was  elected  to  the 
United  States  Senate  by  the  Legislature  in  1854, 
to  fill  the  vacancycaused  by  the  resignation  of 
Edward  Everett  (Whig),  and  in  1859  re-elected 
for  another  term,  which  expires  March  4th,  1865. 

CHARLES  SUMNER  (Rep.  Un.),  of  Boston. 
He  was  elected  by  the  Legislature  in  1851  to 
succeed  Robert  C.  Winthrop  (Whig),  and  was 
re-elected  in  1857,  and  again  in  1863.  His  term 
expires  March  4,  1869. 

MICHIGAN 

Was  settled  at  Detroit  in  1670,  by  the  French, 
and  was  part  of  the  territory  ceded  to  the 
United  States  by  Virginia.  It  was  set  off  from 
the  territory  of  Indiana,  and  erected  into  a 
separate  territory  January  11,  1805;  an  act  to 
attach  to  it  all  the  territory  of  the  United  States 
west  of  the  Mississippi  river,  and  north  of  the 
state  of  Missouri,  was  passed  June  28,  1834 ; 
Wisconsin  was  organized  from  it  April  30,  1836  ; 
in  June  of  the  same  year  an  act  was  passed  to 
provide  for  the  admission  of  the  state  of  Michi- 
gan into  the  Union,  and,  a  Constitution  having 
been  adopted,  it  was  admitted  January  26,  1837. 
Area  56.243  square  miles,  or  35,995,552  acres. 
Population,  in  1860,  749,113.  It  is  a  grain  grow- 
ing and  cattle  rearing  state,  with  rich  and  ex- 
tensive mines  of  copper  and  iron  in  the  North- 
ern Peninsular.  A  residence  in  the  state  of  six 
months  preceding  the  election,  entitles  white 
male  citizens  to  vote.  It  is  a  Republican  Union 
state.    Its  Senators  are : 

JACOB  M.  HOWARD  (Rep.  Un.),  of  Detroit. 
He  was  elected  in  1862  to  fill  vacancy  caused  by 
the  decease  of  Kinsley  S.  Bingham  (Rep.  Un.) 
His  term  expires  March  4, 1865. 

ZACHARIAH  CHANDLER  (Rep.  Un.)  of  De- 
troit. He  was  elected  by  the  Legislature  in 
1856  to  succeed  Lewis  Cass  (Dem.),  and  was  re- 
elected at  the  expiration  of  his  term  in  1863. 
His  term  expires  March  4, 1869. 


MISSISSIPPI 

Was  settled  at  Natchez,  in  1716,  by  the  French, 
and  was  formed  out  of  part  of  the  territory  ] 
ceded  to  the  United  States  by  South  Carolina 
in  1787  and  Georgia  in  1802.  It  was  organized 
as  a  territory  by  act  of  Congress,  April  7.  1789, 
and  enlarged  on  the  north  March  27,  1804,  and 
on  the  South  May  14, 1812.  After  sevei  al  unsuc- 
cessful attempts  to  enter  the  Union,  Congress 
finally  passed  an  act  March  1, 1817,  enabling  the 
people  of  the  western  part  of  the  territory  to 
form  a  State  Constitution  and  Government, 
which  being  complied  with^.ugust  15,  it  was  ad- 
mitted December  10  of  the  same  year.  Area 
47,156  square  miles,  or  30,179,840  acres.  Popula- 
tion, in  1860,  791,305,  of  whom  436,631  were 
slaves.  _  It  is  the  second  cotton  growing  state  of 
the  Union,  Citizens  who  have  resided  one  year 
in  the  state  and  four  months  in  the  county,  and 
have  performed  military  duty  or  paid  taxes,  are 
entitled  to  vote.  A  convention  met  January  7, 
1861,  and  on  the  9th  passed  an  ordinance  of 
secession  by  a  vote  of  84  to  15. 

MISSOURI 

Was  settled  at  Genevieve  in  1763,  by  the  French, 
and  was  part  of  the  territory  ceded  by  France 
by  treaty  of  April  30,  1803.  It  was  created  under 
the  name  of  the  district  of  Louisiana,  by  an 
act  approved  March  26,  1804,  and  placed  under 
the  direction  of  the  officers  of  the  Indiana 
territory  and  was  organized  into  a  separate  ter- 
ritory June  4,  1812,  its  name  being  changed  to 
that  of  Missouri ;  and  was  divided  March  2, 1819, 
the  territory  of  Arkansas  being  then  created. 
An  act  authorizing  it  to  form  a  State  Constitu- 
tion and  government  was  passed  March  6, 1820, 
and  it  was  admitted  into  the  Union  December 
14,  1821.  Area  67,380  square  miles,  or  43,123,200 
acres.  Population,  in  1860,  1,182,012,  of  which 
114,931  were  slaves.  An  act  of  gradual  emanci- 
pation was  passed  July  1, 1863,  by  a  vote  of  51  to 
30.  The  ordinance  abolishes  slavery  after  July 
4, 1870,  but  provides  that  those  over  forty  years 
of  age  shall  continue  servants  for  life,  those 
under  twelve  until  they  attain  the  age  of  twenty- 
three  years,  and  those  of  all  other  ages  until 
July  4,  1876.  Slaves  hereafter  brought  into  the 
state  are  free,  and  no  slave,  after  July  4, 1870, 
can  be  sold  out  of  the  state,  and  all  slaves  re- 
moved to  a  seceded  state  thereby  become  free. 
It  is  an  agricultural  and  mining  state.  Citizens 
of  the  United  States  who  have  resided  in  the 
state  one  year,  and  county  three  months,  are 
entitled  to  vote.  By  an  act  passed  by  the  Legis- 
lature of  1863,  voting  by  ballot  was  adopted, 
and  the  viva  voce  system  abolished.  The  state 
is  closely  contested.    Its  Senators  are : 

B.  GRATZ  BKOWN  (Rep.  Un.),  of  St.  Louis. 
He  was  elected  Nov.  13, 1863,  by  a  vote  of  74,  to 
66  for  Richard  Brodhead  and  two  scattering,  to 
succeed  Robert  Wilson,  appointed  by  the  Gov- 
ernor to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  expulsion 
of  Waldo  M.  Johnson  for  treason.  His  term  ex- 
pires March  4.  1867. 

JOHN  B.  HENDERSON  (Rep.  Un.),  of  Louisi- 
ana, Pike  county.  On  the  expulsion  of  Trusten 
Polk  from  the  U.  S.  Senate,  for  treason,  he  was 
appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy,  and  was  elected 
to  the  full  term  by  the  Legislature,  November 
13, 1863,  by  a  vote  of  82  against  42  for  John  S. 
Phelps,  and  12  scattering.  His  term  expires 
March  4, 1869. 

MINNESOTA 

Was  settled  about  1846,  chiefly  by  emigrants 
from  the  Northern  and  Western  states.  It  was 
organized  as  a  territory  by  act  of  Congress, 
approved  March  3,  1849,  and  admitted  into  the 
Union  February  26,  1857.  Area  95,274  square 
miles,  or  60,975,536  acres.    Population,  in  1860, 
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172,123  whites,  and  about  25,000  Indians,  many 
of  the  tribes  being  of  a  warlike  character.  It  is 
an  agricultural  state,  chiefly  devoted  to  north- 
ern grains.  The  right  to  vote  is  extended  to 
male  persons  of  21  years  of  age.  of  the  following 
classes,  if  they  have  resided  in  the  United  States 
one  rear,  the  state  four  months,  and  the  elec- 
tion "district  ten  days:  White  citizens  of  the 
United  States,  and  those  of  foreign  birth  who 
have  declared  their  intention  to  become  citi. 
zens  :  persons  of  mixed  white  and  Indian  blood 
who  have  adopted  the  customs  of  civilization, 
and  those  of  pure  Indian  blood  who  have  been 
pronounced  capable  by  any  district  court  of  the 
state.  It  is  a  Republican  Union  state.  Its 
Senators  are: 

MORTON  S.  WILKINSON  (Rep.  Un.),  of 
Mankato.  He  was  elected  by  the  Legislature  in 
1859  to  succeed  James  Shields  (Dem.)  His  term 
expires  March  4,  1865. 

ALEXANDER  RAMSAY  (Rep.  Un.),  of  St 
Paul.  He  was  elected  by  the  Legislature  in 
1863  to  succeed  Henry  M.  Rice  (Dem.)  His 
term  expires  March  4,  I860. 

NEVADA 

Was  organized  as  a  territory  March  2, 1861.  Its 
name  signifies  snowy,  and  is  derived  from  the 
Spanish  word  nieve  (snow).  It  comprises 
81,539  square  miles,  or  52,184,960  acres,  lying 
mostly  within  the  Great  Basin  of  the  Pacific 
coast.  Congress,  at  its  session  in  1864,  passed 
an  act,  which  was  approved  March  21,  to  en- 
able the  people  of  the  territory  to  form  a  Con 
stitution  and  State  Government,  in  pursuance 
of  which  a  government  was  organized  and  the 
territory  admitted  as  a  state  by  proclamation  of  | 
the  President,  October  31, 1864.  At  the  time  of  > 
its  organization  the  territory  possessed  a  popu-  I 
lation  of  6,857  white  settlers.  The  development 
of  her  mineral  resources  was  rapid  and  almost 
without  parallel,  and  attracted  a  constant 
stream  of  immigration  to  the  territory.  As  the 
population  has  not  been  subject  to  the  fluctua- 
tions from  which  other  territories  have  suffered, 
the  growth  of  Nevada  has  been  rapid  and 
steadv.  At  the  general  convention  election  of 
1863, 10,931  votes  were  cast.  During  1864  great 
accessions  to  the  population  were  made.  It  is 
probably  the  richest  state  in  the  Union  in 
respect  to  mineral  resources.  No  region  in  the 
world  is  richer  in  argentiferous  leads.  It  also 
contains  an  immense  basin  of  salt,  five  miles 
square.  Quartz  mills  are  a  very  important 
feature  in  mining  operations.  The  state  is  bar- 
ren for  agricultural  purposes,  and  is  remark- 
ably healthy.  Its  Senators  have  not  yet  been 
chosen. 


NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

Was  settled  at  Dover,  in  1623,  by  English  Puri- 
tans, and  continued  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
Massachusetts  until  September  18,  1679,  when  a 
separate  charter  was  granted.  It  was  one  of 
the  original  thirteen  states,  and  ratified  the 
United  Staffs  Constitution  .June  21.  17v-  :  its 
State  Constitution  was  framed  January  5, 1776. 
and  amended  in  1784  and  1798.  Area 
square  miles,  or  5,939,300  acres.  Population,  in 
It  is  a  grazing  and  manufacturing 
state.  All  male  citizens,  except  paupers,  are 
entitled  to  vote.  It  is  a  strong  Republican  Union 
state.    Ita  Senators  are : 

JOHN  F.  HALE  (Rep.  Un.),  of  Dover.  He 
was  elected  to  the  Senate  by  the  Legislature  in 
1*47,  to  succeed  Joseph  Cilley  (Whig).  In  1865 
he  was  again  elected  to  the  Senate,  to  fill  the 
vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Charles  G. 
Atherton,  and  was  re-elected  in  1858.  His  term 
expires  March  4, 1865. 


DANIEL  CLARK  (Rep.  Un.),  of  Manchester. 
He  was  elected  in  1857,  to  fill  the  vacancy 
caused  by  the  death  of  James  Bell  (Rep.),  and. 
has  been  re-elected.  His  term  expires  March 
4, 1867. 

NEW  JERSEY 

Was  settled  at  Bergen,  in  1624,  by  the  Dutch  and 
Danes ;  was  conquered  by  the  Dutch  in  1655, 
and  submitted  to  the  English  in  1664,  being  held 
thereafter  under  the  same  grants  as  New  York, 
until  it  was  surrendered  to  the  Crown  in  1702. 
It  was  one  of  the  original  thirteen  states, 
adopted  a  State  Constitution  July  2, 1776,  and 
ratified  the  United  States  Constitution  Decem- 
ber 18, 1767.  Area  8,320  square  miles,  or  5,324,800 
acres.  Population,  in  1860,  672,035.  It  is  a  grain 
and  Iruit  growing  region,  its  orchard  and  market 
products  being  relatively  greater  than  those  of 
any  other  state.  A  residence  of  one  year  in  the 
state  gives  the  right  to  vote,  except  to  paupers, 
&c.    It  is  a  Democratic  state.    Its  Senators  are : 

JOHN  C.  TEN  EYCK  (Rep.  Un.),  of  Mount 
Holly,  Burlington  county.  He  was  elected  in 
1859,  to  succeed  William  Wright  (Dem.)  His 
term  expires  March  4th,  1865. 

WILLIAM  WRIGHT  (Dem.),  of  Newark.  He 
represented  New  Jersey  in  the  Senate  from  1853 
to  1^-39,  and  was  again  elected  in  1863,  to  succeed 
William  Wall  (appointed  by  the  Governor  to  the 
unexpired  term  of  James  R.  Thompson,  de- 
ceased).   His  term  expires  March  4, 1869. 

NEW  YORK 

Was  settled  at  Manhattan,  in  1614,  by  the  Dutch  ; 
was  ceded  to  the  English  by  grants  to  the 
Duke  of  York,  March  20,  April  26,  and  June 
24,  1664;  was  retaken  by  the  Dutch  in  1673.  and 
surrendered  again  by  them  to  the  English.  Feb- 
ruary 9,  1674.  It  was  one  of  the  original  thirteen 
states,  ratified  the  United  States  Constitution 
July  26,  1788;  framed  a  Constitution  April  20, 
1777,  which  was  amended  October  27,1801,  and 
November  10,  1821 ;  a  new  one  was  adopted 
November  3,  1846.  Area  47,000  square  miles,  or 
30,080,000  acres.  Population,  in  1860, 3,$80,736.  It 
is  the  most  populous,  wealthy  and  commercial  of 
the  states.  White  male  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  who  have  resided  in  the  state  one  year, 
in  the  county  four  months,  and  election  district 
thirty  days,  are  entitled  to  vote,  and  all  men  of 
color  who  have  resided  in  the  state  three  years, 
and  own  and  pay  taxes  on  a  freehold  assessed 
at  $250.  It  is  a  closely  contested  state.  Its 
Senators  are: 

He  was 
elected  in  lb6l  to  succeed  W.  H.  Seward.  His 
term  expires  March  4, 1867.

He  was  elected  in  February,  1863,  to  suc- 
ceed Preston  King.  His  term  expires  March  4, 
1869. 

NORTH  CAROLINA 

Was  settled  at  Albemarle,  in  1650,  by  the  En- 
glish, and  was  chartered  March  20, 1663.  It  was 
5HI  of  the  original  thirteen  states,  and  ratified 
the  United  States  Constitution  November  21, 
1789 ;  its  State  Constitution  was  adopted,  De- 
cember 18,  1776.  and  amended  in  1835.  Area 
50,704  square  miles  or  32,450,560  acres.  Popula- 
tion, in  1860, 992,622,  of  whom  331,059  are  slaves. 
It  is  an  agricultural  state,  with  some  mines  and 
extensive  pine  forests.  Every  freeman  of  twenty- 
one  years  of  age,  having  resided  one  year  in  any 
county  in  the  state,  may  vote  for  a  member  of 
the  House  of  Commons,  but  must  own  fifty  acres 
of  land  to  vote  for  a  Senator.  A  state  conven- 
tion passed  an  ordinance  of  secession  May  21, 
1861.

Was  settled  at  Marietta,  in  1788,  by  emigrants 
from  Virginia  and  New  England  ;  was  ceded  by 
Virginia  to  the  United  States  October  20,  1783 ; 
accepted  by  the  latter  March  1, 1784,  and  admit- 
ted into  the  Union  April  30, 1802.  Area  39,964 
square  miles,  or  2-5,576^960  acres.  Population, 
in  I860,  2,339,51  L  It  is  the  most  populous  and 
wealthy  of  the  agricultural  states,  devoted 
chiefly  to  wool  growing,  grain  and  live  stock. 
A  male  of  21  years  of  age,  who  has  resided  in 
the  state  one  year,  and  has  paid  or  been  charged 
with  a  state  or  county  tax,  is  entitled  to  vote. 
It  is  a  Republican  Union  state.  Its  Senators  are : 

JOHN  SHERMAN  (Rep.  Un.),  of  Mansfield. 
He  was  elected  in  I860,  to  succeed  George  E. 
Pugh.    His  term  expires  March  4th,  1867. 

BENJAMIN  P.  WADE  (Rep.  Un.),  of  Jeffer- 
son, Ashtabula  county.  He  was  elected  in  1851, 
to  succeed  Thomas  Ewlng  (Whig),  and  was  re- 
elected in  1857,  and  again  in  1863.  His  term 
expires  March  4th,  1863.

Although  it  had  previously  been  seen  by  various 
navigators,  was  nrsttaken  possession  of  by  Capt. 
Robert  Gray,  who  entered  the  mouth  of  its  prin- 
cipal river  May  7, 1792,  naming  it  after  his  ves- 
sel, the  Columbia,  of  Boston.  Exploring  expedi- 
tions soon  followed,  and  fur  companies  sent  their 
trappers  and  traders  into  the  region.  In  1811  a 
tradiugpost  was  established  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Columbia  river  by  the  American  Fur  Company, 
who  named  it  Astoria.  For  some  time  a  provi- 
sional territorial  government  existed,  but  the 
boundary  remained  unsettled  until  the  treaty 
with  Great  Britain  in  1846,  when  the  49th  paral- 
lel was  adopted.  It  was  formally  organized  as  a 
territory  August  14, 1848;  was  divided  March  2, 
1853,  on  the  46th  parallel,  the  northern  portion 
being  -called  Washington  and  the  southern  Ore- 
gon. November  9,  1857.  a  State  Constitution 
was  adopted,  under  which  it  was  admitted  Feb- 
ruary 14,  1859,  about  one-third  of  it  on  the  east 
being  added  to  Washington  territory,  its  north- 
ern boundary  following  the  Columbia  river  until 
its  intersection  with  latitude  46"  north.  Area 
102,606  square  miles,  or  65,667,840  acres.  Popu- 
lation, in  1860, 52,465.  It  is  an  agricultural  state, 
possessed  of  a  fertile  soil,  extensive  pastures, 
genial  elimate,  and  is  well  wooded.  Goid  and 
other  precious  metals  are  found  in  considerable 
abundance.

A  freehold  possession  of  $  13 ;  or, 
if  in  reversion,  renting  for  $7,  together  with  a 
a  residence  of  one  year  in  the  state  and  six 
months  in  the  town;  or,  if  no  freehold,  then  a 
residence  of  two  years  in  the  state  and  six 
months  in  the  town,  and  payment  of  $1  tax  or 
military  service  instead,  are  the  qualifications 
of  voters.  It  is  a  Republican  Union  state.  Its 
Senators  are: 

HENRY  B.  ANTHONY  (Rep.  Un.).  of  Provi- 
dence. He  was  elected  to  the  U.  S.  Senate  by 
the  Legislature  in  1858,  to  succeed  Philip  Allen 
(Dem.)    His  term  expires  March  4th,  1865. 

WILLIAM  SPRAGUE  (Rep.  Un.),  of  Provi- 
dence, elected  by  the  Legislature  in  1862,  to  suc- 
ceed Samuel  G.  Arnold  (Cons.)  His  term  ex- 
pires March  4, 1869. 

SOUTH  CAROLINA 

Was  settled  at  Port  Royal,  in  1670,  by  the  Eng- 
lish, and  continued  under  the  charter  of  Caro- 
lina or  North  Carolina  until  they  were  separated 
in  1729.  It  was  one  of  the  original  thirteen 
states,  ratifying  the  United  States  Constitution 
May  23,  1798;  it  framed  a  State  Constitution 
March  26,  1776,  which  was  amended  March  19, 
1778,  and  June  3, 1790.  Area  29,385  square  miles, 
er  18,806,400  acres.  Population,  in  1860,  703,708, 
of  whom  402,406  are  slaves,  an  excess  of  101,270 
over  the  whites.  It  is  the  principal  rice  glowing 
state.  Whites,  who  have  resided  in  the  state 
two  years  and  district  six  months,  and  have  a 
freehold  of  fifty  acres  of  land,  or  have  paid  a 
state  tax,  are  entitled  to  vote.  December  17, 
I860,  a  convention  assembled  in  Columbia,  ad- 
journed to  Charleston,  and  on  the  24th  unani- 
mously adopted  an  ordinance  of  secession,  which 
was  followed  the  next  d;iy  by  a  Declaration  of 
Causes  claimed  to  be  sufficient  to  justify  the  act. 

TENNESSEE 

Was  settled  at  Fort  Donelson,  in  1756,  by  emi- 
grants from  Virginia  and  North  Carolina;  was 
ceded  to  the  United  States  by  North  Carolina 
December,  1789,  conveyed  by  the  Senators  of 
that  state  February  25,  1790,  and  accepted  by 
act  of  Congress  April  2  of  the  same  year ;  it 
adopted  a  Constitution  February  6,  1796,  and 
was  admitted  into  the  Union  the  1st  of  June 
following.  Area  4-5,600 square  miles,  or  29,184,000 
acres.  Population,  in  1860,  1,109,601,  of  whom 
275,179  were  slaves.  It  is  a  mining  and  agricul- 
tural state,  and  is  largely  productive  of  live 
stock.  Citizens  of  the  United  States  who  have 
resided  six  months  in  a  county  are  entitled  to 
vote.  A  military  league  was  formed  between 
the  Governor,  Isham  G.  Harris,  and  the  Rebel 
States  May  7,  1861,  ratified  the  same  day  by  the 
Senate  by  a  vote  of  14  to  6,  and  a  Declaration  of 
Independence  submitted  to  the  people,  the  elec- 
tion to  be  held  June  8,  the  result  of  which  was 
declared  by  the  Governor,  June  24,  to  be  104,913  , 
for,  and  47,238  against.  This  movement  not  being  , 
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acceptable  to  the  people  of  East  Tennessee,  ]  assembly,  and  all  officers  elective  by  the  people. 


which  had  declared  against  separation  by  a  vote 
of  32,923  to  14,7^0,  they,  in  a  Convention  held  at 
l3u  Greenville,  June  18-21,  repudiated  it. 


TEXAS 

Was  first  settled  at  Bexar,  in  1694,  by  Spaniards ; 
formed  a  part  of  Mexico  until  1836,  when  she 
revolted  from  that  Republic  and  instituted  a 
separate  government,  under  which  she  existed 
until  admitted  into  the  Union  by  a  joint  resolu- 
tion approved  March  1st,  1845,  imposing  certain 
conditions  which  were  accepted  and  a  Consti- 
tution formed  July  4  of  the  same  year,  and 
another  joint  resolution  adopted  by  Congress, 
consummating  the  annexation,  was  approved 
December  29,  1845.  Area  237,504 square  miles,  or 
152,002,500  acres.  Population,  in  1860,  604,215,  of 
whom  182,566  are  slaves.  It  is  an  agricultural  re- 
gion, principally  devoted  to  grain,  cotton  and  tro- 
pical fruits.  Free  white  male  citizens  of  21  years 
of  age,who  have  resided  in  the  state  one  year  and 
district  six  months,  are  entitled  to  vote.  A 
Convention  assembled  at  Galveston  January  28, 
1861.  and  on  February  1  passed  an  ordinance  of 
secession  by  a  vote  of  166  to  7,  to  be  submitted 
to  the  people  February  23,  and  on  March  4  they 
declared  the  state  out  of  the  Union,  and  Gov. 
Houston  issued  a  proclamation  to  that  effect. 

VERMONT 

Was  settled  in  1724,  by  Englishmen  from  Con- 
necticut, chiefly  under  grants  from  New  Hamp- 
shire ;  was  formed  from  a  part  of  the  territory 
of  New  York  by  act  of  its  Legislature  March  6, 
1769 ;  framed  a  State  Constitution  December 
25, 1777,  and  was  admitted  into  the  Union  March 
4.  1791,  by  virtue  of  an  act  of  Congress  passed 
February  18  of  the  same  year.  Area  10,212 
square  miles,  or  6,535,680  acres.  Population,  in 
1860,  315,098.  It  is  a  grazing  region,  producing 
more  wool,  live  stock,  maple  sugar,  butter, 
cheese  and  hay,  in  proportion  to  its  population, 
than  any  other  state.  Any  citizen  of  the  United 
States  who  has  resided  in  the  state  one  year  and 
will  take  the  oath  of  allegiance  is  entitled  to 
vote.  It  is  the  strongest  Republican  state  iu  the 
Union.    Its  senators  are : 

JACOB  COLLAMER  (Rep.  Un.),  of  Wood- 
stock, Windsor  county.  He  was  elected  to  the 
Senate  by  the  Legislature  in  1854,  to  succeed 
Lawrence  Brainerd  (Rep.  Un.).  and  was  re-elect- 
ed in  1*60.    His  term  expires  March  4th,  1867. 

SOLOMON  FOOT  (Rep.  Un.),  of  Rutland.  He 
was  elected  to  the  Senate  by  the  Legislature  in 
1850,  to  succeed  Samuel  S.  Phelps  (Whig),  and 
was  re-elected  in  1856  and  again  in  1862.  His 
term  expires  March  4th,  1869.  He  was  formerly 
a  Whig  and  is  now  a  Republican. 

VIRGINIA 

Was  settled  at  Jamestown,  in  1607,  by  the  Eng- 
lish, and  was  chartered  April  10,  1606,  May  23, 
1609,  and  March  12,  1612.    It  was  one  of  the 
original   thirteen   states,  ratifying  the   United 
States  Constitution  June  25, 1788 ;  it  framed  a 
State    Constitution    July   5,    177H,   which    was 
amemled   January  15,  1830.    The  state  was  di- 
vided In  1*64.     Present  area  37,352  square  miles. 
Population,  in  1800, 1.314 ,582, of  whom  4^1.410  are 
slaves.  It  is  a  large  corn  producing,  and  the  chief 
tobacco  growing  state.     Every  white  male  citi- 
zen of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  who  has 
rl^  been  a  resident  of  the  state  for  one  year,  and  of 
mJ  the  county,  city  or  town  where  he  offers  to  vote 
for  six  months  next  preceding  an  election,  and 
has  paid  all  taxes  assessed  to  him,  after  the

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Provided,  he  takes  the  prescribed  oath  of  alle-  72 
giance,  repudiating  the  so-called  act  of  secession.  \j 
A  convention  sitting  in  Richmond  on  the  17th  of  0 
April,  1861,  passed  an  ordinance  of  secession, 
by  a  vote  of  88  to  55,  which  was  submitted  to 
the  people  at  an  election  to  be  held  Mayj23,  the 
result  of  which  was  announced  June  25  to  be 
128,824  for,  and  32.134  against.  The  State  Gov- 
ernment was  re-organized  by  a  convention  which 
met  in  Wheeling,  May  11, 1861.  Upon  the  divi- 
sion of  the  state  in  1863,  the  seat  of  Government 
was  removed  to  Alexandria.  A  state  constitu- 
tional convention,  March  10,  1864,  adopted  a 
section  abolishing  slavery.  A  vacancy  exists 
in  one  of  the  Senators,  occasioned  by  the  death 
of  Lemuel  J.  Bowden,  January  2,  1864.  The 
remaining  Senator  is : 

JOHN  S.  CARLILE  (Dem.),  of  Clarksburg, 
Harrison  county.  He  was  elected  by  the  re- 
organized Legislature  to  a  seat  in  the  U.  S.  Sen- 
ate, in  room  of  R.  M.  T.  Hunter.  His  term 
expires  March  4,  1865. 

WEST    VIRGINIA. 

On  the  passage  of  the  ordinance  of  secession 
by  the  Virginia  Convention,  a  convention  of 
the  western  and  other  loyal  counties  of  the 
state  was  held  at  Wheeling,  which  assembled 
May  11, 1861,  and  on  the  17th  unanimously  de- 
posed the  then  state  officers  and  organized  a 
provisional  government.  On  the  26th  of  Novem- 
ber, 1861,  a  convention  representing  the  western 
counties  assembled  in  Wheeling  and  framed  a 
Constitution  for  West  Virginia,  which  was  sub- 
mitted to  the  people  on  the  3d  of  May,  1862,  and 
adopted  by  them  by  a  nearly  unanimous  vote. 
The  division  of  the  state  was  sanctioned  by  the 
Legislature  May  13, 1862,  and  ratified  by  Con- 
gress by  an  act  approved  December  31,  1862, 
conditioned  on  the  adoption  of  an  amendment 
to  the  Constitution  providing  for  the  gradual 
abolition  of  slavery,  which  was  done  on  the 
24th  of  March,  1863,  by  a  vote  of  the  qualified 
electors  of  the  proposed  state,  28,318  voting  in 
favor  of  the  amendment  and  572  against  it.  In 
pursuance  of  the  act  of  Congress,  the  President 
issued  a  proclamation  April  20, 18*53,  admitting 
the  state  sixty  days  from  the  date  thereof,  and 
on  the  20th  of  June  the  new  state  government 
was  formally  inaugurated.  Area  24,000  square 
miles.  Population,  in  1860,  350,599,  of  whom 
12,754  are  slaves.  It  is  a  large  corn  producing 
state,  and  abounds  in  coal  and  other  minerals. 
Its  Senators  are: 

WAITMAN  T.  WILLEY  (Rep.  Un.),  of  Mor- 
gantown,  Monongalia  county,  Va.  He  was 
elected  by  the  reorganized  Legislature  of  Vir- 
ginia, in  1861,  to  succeed  James  M.  Mason,  and 
was  re-elected  by  the  Legislature  of  the  new 
state  in  1863.    His  term  expires  March  4, 1865. 

P.  G.  VAN  WINKLE  (Rep.  Un.),  of  Parkers- 
burg,  elected  by  the  Legislature  in  1863.  His 
term  expires  March  4, 1869. 

WISCONSIN 

Was  settled   at   Green   Bay,   in  1669,  by  the 
French  ;  was  a  part  of  the  territory  ceded  by 
Virginia,  and  was  set  off  from  Michigan  Decem- 
ber 23, 1834,  and  organized  into  a  territory  April 
30, 1836.    Iowa  was  set  off  from  it  June  12, 1838, 
and  acts  were  passed  at  various  times  setting 
its  boundaries.    March  3, 1847,  an  act  for  its  ad- 
mission into  the  Union  was   passed,  to  take    , 
effect  on  the  issuing  of  a  proclamation  by  the    > 
President,  and  by  act  of  May  29,  1848,  it  was    I 
admitted  into  the  Union.

The  SIXTH  DISTRICT  consists  of  Bad  Ax, 
La  Crosse,  Monroe,  Juneau,  Adams,  Portage, 
Wood,  Jackson,  Trempeleau,  Buffalo,  Pepin, 
Dunn,  Pierce,  St.  Croix,  Eau  Claire,  Marathon, 
Chippewa,  Dallas,  Polk,  Burnett,  Douglas,  La 
Pointe,  Ashland  and  Clark  counties.  Popula- 
tion, 94.294.  It  is  represented  by  WALTER  D. 
McINDOE  (Rep.  Un.),  of  Warsaw,  who  Was 
chosen  at  a  special  election  held  December  30, 
1862,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of 
Luther  Hanchett  (Rep.

ARIZONA 

Was  organized  by  the  Thirty-Seventh  Congress, 
in  the  winter  of  1863,  out  of  the  western  half  of 
New  Mexico,  the  boundary  between  the  two  ter- 
ritories being  the  109th  meridian  (32d  west  from 
Washington),  and  includes  the  greater  portions 
of  the  valleys  of  Colorado  and  Gila,  which  two 
rivers  drain  its  entire  surface,  with  parts  of 
Utah,  New  Mexico  and  Nevada,  and  yet  convey. 
It  is  reported,  a  less  volume  of  water  to  the  sea 
than  the  Hudson  at  Albany.  The  fertile  Mes- 
silla  Valley  was  left  with  New  Mexico.  The  ter- 
ritory forms  a  block  nearly  square,  and  contains 
126,141  square  miles,  or  80,730,210  acres.  Its 
white  population  is  probably  considerably  less 
than  10.000.  For  agricultural  purposes  it  is  pro- 
bablv  the  most  worthless  on  the  Continent,  owing 
to  the  absence  of  rains,  but  it  is  reputed  to 
abound  in  silver  mines.  Its  delegate  is  CHAS 
E.  POSTEN  (Dem.) 

COLORADO 
Was  organized  March  2,  1861,  from  parts  of 
Kansas,  Nebraska  and  Utah,  and  is  situated  on 
each  side  of  the  Rocky  Mountains,  between  lati- 
tude 37"  and  41°,  and  longitude  2')-  and  32°  west 
from  Washington.  Area  104,500  square  miles,  or 
66,88u,000  acres.  Population  50,000,  besides 
numerous  tribes  of  Indians.  It  is  said  to  be  a 
superior  grazing  and  cattle  producing  region, 
with  a  healthy  climate  and  rich  soil;  an  exten- 
sive coal  bed,  and  also  gold,  iron  and  other 
minerals  abound.  Its  Delegate  is  HIRAM  B. 
BENNETT  (Rep.  Un.),  of  Denver,  who  received 

a  vote  of  3,400,  against  2,633  for Francisco, 

and  2,173  for  William  Gilpin,  thus  re-electing 
him  by  a  plurality  of  857. 

DAKOTA 

Was  first  settled  by  employees  of  the  Hudson 
Bay  Company,  but  is  now  being  peopled  by  emi- 
grants from  the  Northern  and  Western  States. 
It  was  set  off  from  the  western  portion  of  Min- 
nesota when  that  territory  became  a  state  in 
1857.  and  was  organized  March  2,  1861.  Area 
148,932  square  miles,  or  95,316.480  acres.  Popula- 
tion 2,576  whites,  and  2,2ril  Indians,  besides  the 
roving  tribes.  Its  Delegate  is  JOH  N  B.  S.  TODD, 
who  successfully  contested  the  seat  awarded  to 
William  Jayne. 

IDAHO 
Was  organized  by  the  Thirty-Seventh  Congress, 
at  its  second  session,  in  the  winter  of  1803.  Its 
name  means  Bead  of  the  Mountains,  and  it  em- 
braces the  whole  breadth  of  the  Rocky  Moun- 
tain region,  and  has  within  its  bounds  the  head 
waters  of  nearly  all  the  great  rivers  that  flow 
down  its  either  slope,  but  the  greater  portion 
Ires  east  of  the  mountains.  Its  southern  bound- 
ary is  the  41st,  its  northern  the  46th  parallel  of 
latitude.  It  extends  from  the  101th  meridian  on 
the  east  to  the  110th  on  the  west.  Area  326,S73 
square  miles,  or  808,878,730  acres.  For  agricul- 
tural purposes  it  is  comparatively  worthless,  but 
abounds  in  gold  and  other  valuable  mines.  Its 
Delegate  is  WILLIAM  H.  WALLACE  (Rep. 
Un.) 

MONTANA 
Was  settled  by  emigrants  from  the  northern  and 
western  states.  Organized  in  1864,  with  the 
I  following  boundaries:  Commencing  at  a  point 
-k,  formed  by  th*  intersection  of  the  27°  L.  W.  from 
)Jl '■  Washington  with  the-  \->J  N.  L.  ;  thence  due  West

•  &«  ton  ;  tlienee  due  South  along  said  3lth  degree  of 
\J  longitude  to  its  intersection  with  the  44th  degree

J<2f  ^d  ^^  degree  and  30  minutes  of  N.  L.  to  a

point  formed  by  its  intersection  with  the  crest  ] 
of  the  Rocky  Mountains ;  thence  following  the 
crest,  of  the  Rocky  Mountains  northward  till  its 
intersection  with  the  Bitter  Root  Mountains; 
thence  northward  along  the  crest  of  said  Bitter 
Root  Mountains  to  its  intersection  with  the  39th 
degree  of  loagitude  W.  from  Washington ;  thence 
along  said  39th  degree  of  longitude  northward 
to  the  boundary  line  of  the  British  possessions; 
thence  eastward  along  said  boundary  to  the  27th 
degree  of  longitude  W.  from  Washington  ;  thence 
southward  along  said  27th  degree  to  the  place  of 
beginning.  This  makes  it  the  northernmost 
territory  next  the  States  east  of  the  Missouri 
Valley.  It  is  a  good  mining  and  agricultural 
region.  The  total  population  is  put  down  at 
15,822.  Large  accessions  have  been  made  since 
the  census  was  taken. 

NEBRASKA 

Was  settled  by  emigrants  from  the  Northern 
and  Western  States,  and  was  formed  out  of  a 
part  of  the  territory  ceded  by  France,  April  30, 
1803.  Attempts  to  organize  it  were  made  in  1844 
and  1848,  but  it  was  not  accomplished  until  May 
30,  1854.  Area  75,955  square  miles,  or  44,796,160 
acre?.  Population  28,841,  besides  a  few  roving 
tribes  of  Indians.  It  is  an  agricultural  region, 
its  prairies  affording  boundless  pasture  lands. 
Its  Delegate  is  SAMUEL  G.  DAILY  (Rep.  Un.), 
of  Pern,  Nemaha  eounty,  who  received  a  vote 

cf  2,3:33,  against  2,180  for Kinney  (Dem.), 

thus  re-electing  him  by  a  majority  of  153-. 

NEW    MEXICO 

Was  formed  from  a  part  of  the  territory  ceded 
to  the  United  States  by  Mexico,  by  the  treaty  of 
Guadalupe  Hidalgo,  February  2,  1848,  and  was 
organized  into  a  Territory  September  9,  1850. 
Area  12L201  square  miles,  or  77.568,640  acres. 
Population  83,000,  besides  large  tribes  ofwarlike 
Indians.  The  principal  resources  of  the  coun- 
try is  its  minerals.  Its  Delegate  is  FRANCISCO 
PKREA  (Rep.  Un.),  who  received  a  vote  of 
7,231,  against  6,425  for  Senor  Gallegos  (Dem.), 
thus  electing  him  by  a  majority  of  806. 

UTAH 

Was  settled  by  the  Mormons,  and  was  formed 
from  apart  of  the  territory  ceded  to  the  United 
States  by  Mexico,  by  the  treaty  of  Guadalupe 
Hidalgo,  February  2,  1848,  and  was  organized 
into  a  territory  September  9, 1850.  Area,  106,382 
square  miles,  or  68,084,480  acres.  Population, 
40,273,  of  whom  29  are  slaves.  Brine,  sulphu- 
reous and  chalybeate  springs  abound  ;  limestone, 
granite,  sandstone  and  marble  are  found  in 
large  quantities;  iron  is  abundant,  and  gold, 
silver,  copper,  lead  and  zinc  have  been  found. 
Not  one  fiftieth  part  of  the  soil  is  fit  for  tillage, 
but  on  that  which  is,  abundant  crops  of  grain 
and  considerable  cotton  are  raised.  A  conven- 
tion was  held  at  Great  Salt  Lake  City.  January 
22, 1862,  and  a  State  Constitution  formed,  but  it 
has  not  been  acted  on  by  Congress.  Its  Delegate 
is  JOHN  F.  KINNEY,  of  Great  Sail  Lake  City. 

WASHINGTON 

Was  settled  by  emigrants  from  the  Northern  and 
Western  States,  and  was  organized  into  a  Terri- 
tory March  2,  1853,  from  the  northern  portion  of 
Oregon,  to  which  was  added'  another  portion 
from  the  eastern  part  when  the  latter  territory 
was  admitted  as  a  state  Kebruary  14, 1859.    Area, 
69,994  square  miles,  or  48,636,800  acres.    Popula- 
tion, 11,168,  besides  numerous  tribes  of  Indians. 
Its  Delegate  is  GEORGE  E.  COLE  (Dem.),  who  ? 
received  a  vote  of  1,572,  against  1,387  for  J.  O.    i 
Ray  nor  (Rep.  Un.),   and   121    scattering,    thus  j 
electing  him  by  a  majority  of  64.    ■

Note.— The  applicant  must,  in  all  cases,  give  his  own  Christian  name  in  fall ;  and  when  the 
Christian  name  of  the  payee  is  known,  it  should  be  so  stated  ;  otherwise  initials  may  be  used. 
The  Christian  names  of  married  women  must  be  given,  and  not  those  of  their  husbands.  For 
example,  Mrs.  Mary  Brown  must  not  be  described  as  Mrs.  William  Brown. 

Names  of  parties  and  places,  and  the  sums,  to  be  written  in  the  plainest  possible  manner. 

As  there  are  several  places  of  the  same  name  in  the  United  States,  remitters  must  be  careful  to 
indicate  which  of  them  they  mean  ;  and  the  Postmaster  will  satisfy  himself,  before  writing  out 
the  order,  that  the  place  indicated  is  the  one  intended. 

Oil  the  back  of  the  application  are  the  rates  of  commission,  as  follows : 

RATES  OF  COMMISSION  CHARGED  FOR  MONEY  ORDERS. 

On  orders  not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  ten  cents.  Over  ten  dollars  and  not  exceeding  twenty, 
fifteen  cents.    Over  twenty  dollars  and  up  to  thirty,  twenty  cents. 

No  single  order  issued  for  less  than  one  dollar  or  more  than  thirty  dollars;  and  no  fraction  of 
cents  to  be  introduced  in  an  order.    No  orders  to  be  issued  on  credit. 

These  orders  are  only  payable  by  the  Postmaster  at  the  office  upon  which  it  is  drawn.  Payment 
of  all  orders  should  be  obtained  before  the  expiration  of  ninety  days  from  the  date  of  issue. 

The  Post  Office  Department  will  not  be  responsible  for  the  payment  of  claims  already  collected, 
no  matter  who  may  present  the  order,  and  if  the  official  forms  be  mutilated  in  any  way  there  may 
be  difficulty  in  obtaining  payment. 

Instructions  are  indorsed  on  the  back  of  each  order,  which  will  enable  parties  to  proceed  in 
the  business  intelligently.

The  Governor  is  elected  by  the  people,  holds 
office  for  two  years,  is  Commander-in-Chief  of 
all  the  Military  and  Naval  Forces  of  the  State, 
has  power  to  convene  the  Legislature  (or  the 
Senate  only)  on  extraordinary  occasions,  com- 
municates, by  Message  to  the  Legislature,  at 
every  Session,  the  condition  of  the  State,  and 
recommends  such  measures  as  he  deems  expe- 
dient, transacts  all  necessary  business  with  the 
officers  of  Government,  civil  and  military,  expe- 
dites all  measures  resolved  upon  by  the  Legisla- 
ture, takes  care  that  the  laws  are  faithfully 
executed,  and  has  the  power  of  granting  re- 
prieves, commutations  and  pardons  for  crimes.

He  apportions  and 
distributes  the  public  moneys  appropriated  by 
the  State  for  the  support  of  schools;  examines 
the  supplementary  apportionments  made  to  all 
the  districts  by  the  School  Commissioners,  and 
sees  to  it,  that  to  each  district  is  set  apart  its 
proportionate  share,  and  that  the  same  is  ex- 
pended by  the  trustees  and  paid  by  the  supervi- 
sors of  the  towns  according  to  law.  He  gives 
advice  and  direction  to  school  officers,  teachers 
and  inhabitants  upon  all  questions  arising  under 
the  school  laws.  He  establishes  rules  and  regu- 
lations concerning  appeals.  He  hears  and  de- 
cides all  appeals,  involving  school  controver- 
sies, that  are  brought  before  him,  and  his  deci- 
sion is  final.  He  is  charged  with  the  general 
control  and  management  of  Teachers'  Insti- 
tutes in  the  various  counties  of  the  State :  is 
authorized  to  employ  teachers  and  lecturers  for 
the  Institutes,  and  to  pay  them,  and  to  certify 
the  accounts  for  expenses  incurred  by  the 
School  Commissioners  in  conducting  the  same, 
He  is  required  by  law  to  visit  the  Institutes,  and 
to  advise  and  direct  concerning  their  proper 
management.  He  establishes  rules  and  regula- 
tions concerning  district  school  libraries.  He 
makes  appointments  of  State  Pupils  to  the  In- 
stitutions for  the  Instruction  of  the  Deaf  and 
Dumb  and  the  Blind,  upon  the  certificate  of  the 
proper  local  officers;  and  he  visits  and  inquires 
into  the  condition  and  management  of  these 
Institutions.  He  is  Chairman  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  State  Normal  School,  and 
apportions  among  the  counties  the  number  of 
pupils  in  that  school  to  which  each  is  entitled. 
He  has  charge  of  all  the  Indian  Schools  in  the 
State  ;  employs  local  agents  to  superintend 
them,  and  visits  them  and  directs  concerning 
the  erection  and  repair  of  their  school -houses, 
and  determines  the  branches  of  instruction  to 
be  pursued  in  the  schools.  He  is,  ex  officio,  a 
Regent  of  the  University,  and  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Teachers'  Classes  in  the  Acade- 
mies. He  is,  also,  ex  officio,  a  Member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Idiot  Asylum  and  of 
the  People's  College.  He  receives  and  com- 
piles the  abstracts  of  the  reports  from  all  the 
school  districts  in  the  State,  setting  forth  their 
condition  and  proceedings  and  the  account  of 
receipts  and  expenses  for  each  vear.

SENATE. 


The  Senate  consists  of  32  Members,  who  are  elected  in  November  every  alternate  year  (1861, 
1863,  &c.),  and  hold  their  offices  for  two  years  from  the  first  of  January  next  succeeding.  The 
State  is  divided  into  32  Districts,  each  choosing  one  Senator.  The  Senators  receive  a  compensa- 
tion of  $3  per  diem  during  the  Session,  but  not  for  more  than  one  hundred  days.  The  Lieutenant- 
Governor  is,  at  officio-  President  of  the  Senate. 


First  District 

Consists  of  Suffolk,  Queens  and  Richmond  conn- 
ties,  and  contains  a  population  of  126.158.  It  is 
a  Democratic  district.  At  the  Senatorial  elec- 
tion in  1861  its  vote  stood  7,247  Republican  Union, 
6,765  Democratic.  At  the  election  in  1863,  Demo- 
cratic, 8.98S,  Republican  Union,  7,376 ;  thus  elect- 
ing 

ROBERT  CHRISTIE,  Jr.  (Dem.),  of  South- 
field,  Richmond  county,  by  a  majority  of  1,612 
over  William  Nicoll  <.Rep.  Un.)  Mr.  C.  is  a 
Lawyer,  and  was  a  Member  of  Assembly  in  1859, 
serving  on  the  Committee  on  Commerce  and 
Navigation.

Second  District

been  in  public  life  most  of  the  time  since  twenty- 
one  years  of  age ;  was  President  of  the  Common 
Council  in  Sacramento,  Cal.,  in  1850,  and  acting 
Mayor  of  that  city  after  the  wounding  of  Mayor 
Bigelow  in  the  Squatter  Riot;  has  been  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Education  in  Williamsburgh  ; 
was  one  of  the  commissioners  appointed  to  ar- 
range the  terms  of  consolidating  that  city  with 
Brooklyn ;  and  for  the  last  five  years  has  been 
a  member  of  the  Brooklyn  Common  Council. 
In  the  session  of  1864  he  was  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Charitable  and  Religious  Socie- 
ties, and  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Com- 
merce and  Navigation,  and  on  Cities  and  Vil- 
lages.

The  following  proposed  amendments  to  the 
Constitution  were  submitted  to  the  people: 

1.  To  extend  the  suffrage  to  the  soldiers  in  the 
field,  who  are  qualified  electors  if  at  home. 

2.  To  extend  the  suffrage  to  naturalized  citi- 
zens, who  have  served  honorably  in  the  war  dur- 
ing the  rebellion ;  and  to  permit  them  to  vote  on 
the  same  terms  as  native  citizens,  waiving,  in 
their  favor,  the  property  qualification  required 
of  other  naturalized  electors. 

3.  To  abolish  the  registry  tax. 

The  proposition  to  permit  soldiers  to  vote  re- 
ceived the  requisite  three-fifths  voteand  sixty-six 
more,  and  was  therefore  adopted.  The  amend- 
ment to  permit  unnaturalized  citizens  to  vote 
who  have  served  in  the  war  lacked  sixty-four 
votes  of  the  three-fifths  majority;  and  the 
amendment  to  abolish  the  registry  tax  wanted 
three  hundred  and  forty  votes.  So  the  two  lat- 
ter were  rejected.  The  vote  was  very  small,  as 
may  be  seen  by  the  annexed  table,  which  re- 
cords the  entire  vote  by  counties.

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Finances  of  Russia. 

The  public  debt  of  Russia  is  fourteen  hundred  and  forty-six  million  rubles  (1,446,000,000).     Its 
revenue  is  three  hundred  and  ten  million  rubles  per  annum,  of  which  the  noble  class  par  17  per 
cent,  and  the  lower  classes  76  per  cent,  leaving  7  per  cent  as  the  product  of  sale  of  lands,  or  pub- 
lic domain  and  mineral.

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THE  GREAT  REBELLION. 


Our  record  last  year  closed  January  7th.  Comparative  quiet  existed  along  onr  mili- 
tary lines  during  the  first  few  weeks  of  the  year  1864.  Both  our  own  forces  and  those  of 
the  enemy  were  reposing  from  the  fatiguing  campaigns  that  closed  only  with  the  closing 
year,  while  the  efforts  of  the  authorities  on  hoth  sides  were  mainly  confined  to  recruit- 
ing for  their  exhausted  and  decimated  armies.  Longstreet,  largely  reinforced  by  Lee, 
gave  us  serious  trouble  in  East  Tennessee."  Advancing  from  the  east,  he  recovered  a 
portion  of  the  ground  which  he  had  lost  in  his  disastrous  retreat  from  before  Knoxville 
a  few  weeks  before,  while  he  seriously  threatened  to  repossess  Cumberland  Gap,  and 
cut  Gen.  Foster's  communications  with  the  North.  On  the  24th  of  January,  Hood's, 
Bnshford's  and  Johnson's  forces,  led  by  Hampton's  cavalry,  made  a  desperate  attack  on 
our  lines  near  Danbridge.  For  a  time  the  attack  promised  to  be  successful,  when  our 
troops  under  the  gallant  Gen.  McCook  made  a  charge  upon  the  foe  and  turned  the  for- 
tunes of  the  day.  Our  loss  was  about  150  in  killed  and  wounded,  that  of  the  rebels 
was  also  quite  heavy.  Our  forces  then  fell  back  slowly  toward  Knoxville,  followed  by 
Longstreet.  A  severe  engagement  occurred  at  Strawberry  Plains  on  the  25th,  in 
which  our  loss  was  heavy.  Our  army  crossed  the  Holstein  river,  burning  the  bridge 
after  them.  On  the  27th,  Gen.  Sturgis  gained  a  decided  victory  over  the  enemy  at 
Leviersville,  East  Tennessee,  driving  them  two  miles  and  capturing  two  guns,  killing 
and  wounding  a  large  number,  and  taking  over  100  prisoners.  Forrest  and  other  rebel 
commanders  were  doing  their  best  to  make  things  uncomfortable  for  us  in  Northern, 
Central  and  Eastern  Tennessee.  Forrest  attacked  our  garrison  at  Athens,  January  26th, 
but  was  severely  repulsed.  On  the  27th  our  forces  under  Col.  Miller  fought  the 
enemy  near  Florence  and  whipped  them  in  gallant  style.  On  the  29th,  Col.  Phillips 
drove  the  rebels  under  Gen.  Rhoddy  across  the  Tennessee,  capturing  200  cattle,  600 
sheep  and  100  horses.  February  2d,  Newbern,  North  Carolina,  was  attacked  by  the 
Rebels,  who,  after  a  vigorous  action,  were  repulsed  with  severe  loss.  The  enemy 
succeeded  in  destroying  the  federal  gunboat  Underwriter,  after  which  they  retreated 
on  Kinston.  February  5th,  Col.  Mulligan  had  an  engagement  with  the  rebels  under 
Early,  and  after  a  six  hours'  fight  repulsed  them  with  severe  loss.  Our  loss  not  known. 
Our  forces  met  with  a  severe  reverse  in  Florida,  in  early  February.  An  expedition 
consisting  of  three  brigades,  under  command  of  Brigadier  General  Seymour,  left  Port 
Royal  on  the  5th  of  the  month,  followed  by  a  considerable  land  and  naval  force,  under 
the  personal  direction  of  Gen  Gillmore,  commanding  Department  of  the  South.  Their 
progress  was  for  some  time  comparatively  undisputed,  and  there  was  every  appearance 
of  a  brilliant  success.  The  advance  reached  Jacksonville  on  the  8th,  near  which  place  an 
engagement  took  place,  resulting  in  the  repulse  of  the  latter,  with  the  capture  of  one 
hundred  prisoners  and  eight  pieces  of  artillery.  Gillmore  soon  after  returned  to  Port 
Royal,  leaving  Seymour  in  sole  command.  He  rapidly  advanced  into  the  interior,  arrived 
at  a  point  on  the  Florida  Central  Railroad,  45  miles  from  Jacksonville,  where  he  made 
preparations  to  advance  on  Lake  City.  The  movement  commenced  on  the  20th,  when 
the  enemy's  pickets  were  met  six  miles  beyond,  and  evidences  of  the  presence  of  a 
considerable  force  became  apparent.  Our  advance,  on  reaching  Crabtree  Station,  found 
the  Rebels  in  large  numbers  and  with  the  advantage  of  a  strong  position.  The  engage- 
h  ment  soon  became  brisk,  and  the  fire  of  the  enemy  was  directed  with  such  withering 
effect,  that  our  first  line  was  compelled  to  fall  back.  We  then  brought  two  batteries 
to  bear  against  them,  and  in  a  short  time  our  whole  forco  became  engaged  with  one 
V/  twice  its  own  size.  Col.  Fribly,  commanding  a  regiment  of  colored  troops,  fell  in  the 
to  heat  of  the  engagement,  when  his  men  broke  and  fell  back,  leaving  our  left  exposed.  6u 
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Our  army  fell  back,  took  a  new  position,  and  attempted  to  resist  the  onslaught  of  the 
enemy,  but  in  vain.  After  a  stubborn  battle  of  three  hours,  we  retreated,  leaving  our 
dead  and  severely  wounded  on  the  field.  Our  loss  aggregated  five  guns  aud  over  1,200 
in  killed,  wounded  and  missing.  Fortunately  the  enemy  did  not  very  vigorously  pursue, 
and  our  shattered  forces  arrived  safely  at  Jacksonville.  The  expedition  was  a  wretched 
failure.  While  it  lacked  a  definite  object,  it  was  bunglingly  planned  and  still  more 
bunglingly  executed.  No  effort  seems  to  have  been  made  to  ascertain  the  force  or 
position  of  the  enemy,  or  to  guard  against  surprise.  Gen.  Seymour  was  promptly  sus- 
pended, and  soon  after  came  North.  He  subsequently  nobly  redeemed  his  error  in  the 
battle  of  the  Wilderness,  where  he  fought  splendidly,  aud  where  he  was  taken  prisoner 
by  the  enemy. 

But  little  occurred  in  Virginia  during  the  winter.  An  expedition  sent  out  by  Gen. 
Butler,  under  command  of  Gen.  Wistar,  left  Yorktown,  February  6th,  and  proceeded 
by  way  of  New  Kent  Court  House  toward  Richmond.  The  enemy's  pickets  were  met 
at  Bottom's  Bridge,  and  driven  in,  when  our  forces  advanced  to  within  twelve  miles 
of  the  rebel  capital,  causing  great  consternation  in  the  stronghold  of  treason.  The 
reported  object  of  the  expedition  was  to  liberate  our  prisoners,  but  the  enemy  getting 
wind  of  our  intentions  through  a  deserter,  were  prepared,  and  thus  frustrated  the 
patriotic  intentions  of  our  General  in  command.  One  or  two  other  expeditions  into 
the  enemy's  country,  were  organized  by  Gen.  Butler,  which  were  highly  successful. 
A  daring  raid  into  Central  Virginia  was  undertaken  by  our  cavalry  forces  under  Gen. 
Kilpatrick.  The  expedition  left  Stevensport,  Feb.  28th,  crossed  the  Rapidan,  got  into 
Lee's  rear  without  being  discovered,  and  pushed  rapidly  in  the  direction  of  Richmond. 
A  portion  of  our  forces,  under  command  of  Col.  Dahigren,  moved  down  to  the  right 
of  the  city,  destroying  a  portion  of  the  James  river  canal,  and  rode  up  along  the  north 
bank  cf  the  river,  while  the  main  body  under  Kilpatrick.  advanced  by  the  Brook  turn- 
pike. The  former  tore  up  a  portion  of  the  Virginia  Central  Railroad,  destroyed  several 
grist  mills  and  inflicted  other  damage.  His  forces  pressed  vigorously  forward  until 
they  actually  arrived  within  three  miles  of  the  rebel  capital.  Some  of  our  horsemen 
even  passed  the  outer  fortifications,  and  captured  a  number  of  prisoners  within  the 
defenses.  They  were  able  to  discern  the  steeples  of  the  city,  and  had  they  arrived  a 
few  hours  earlier,  might  have  accomplished  the  object  of  their  daring  enterprise.  The 
main  body  under  Kilpatrick  reached  Beaverdam,  tore  up  the  railroad  for  a  considerable 
distance,  cut  the  telegraph  wires  and  cantered  in  towards  Richmond.  He  penetrated 
the  outer  line  of  defenses,  March  1st,  and  reached  the  second,  when  he  wa3  hotly 
assailed  and  withdrew  to  a  point  six  miles  distant  from  the  city,  where  he  encamped 
for  the  night.  He  was  attacked  before  morning  and  retired  still  farther  ;  and  on  the 
following  day  (March  2d),  commenced  retreating  down  the  Peninsula,  followed  by  a 
rebel  force  with  which  he  had  several  slight  skirmishes.  He  arrived  safely  at  Williams- 
buigh  on  the  4th,  having  performed  one  of  the  boldest  feats  of  the  war.  In  the  mean- 
time, Col.  Dahigren  had  detached  a  small  portion  of  his  forces  from  the  main  body 
and  taken  a  different  route.  He  was  ambushed  by  the  enemy  and  cruelly  murdered. 
His  body  was  borne  in  triumph  to  Richmond,  while  the  rebel  prints  endeavored  to 
blacken  his  memory  by  publishing  what  purported  to  be  his  "  instructions  "  to  murder 
and  ravage,  found  upon  his  person.  These  "  instructions  "  were  subsequently  proved 
to  be  forgeries. 

The  campaign  in  the  southeast  opened  early  in  the  year.  On  the  3d  of  February, 
Gen.  Sherman  left  Vicksburg  on  an  expedition  into  the  interior  of  the  Gulf  States, 
while  a  few  days  later,  another  column,  under  Gen.  Smith,  left  Memphis  in 
an  eastern-southeastern  direction.  It  was  intended  that  the  two  columns  should 
f/^  meet  at  a  designated  point  and  co-operate  in  the  grand  work  which  inspired  ft^ 
its  movements.  Smith  accomplished  about  one-half  of  his  proposed  march  and 
crossed  the  Tallahassee,  but  meeting  the  enemy  in  superior  force,  he  was  com- 
pelled to  fall  back,  destroying  the  bridges  on  the  Memphis  and  Ohio  Railroad 
in  his  retreat.     He   arrived   in   Memphis,    February  25th,  without   serious   loss, 
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bnt  having  failed  in  the  main  object  of  the  mission  he  had  undertaken 
was  more  successful.  lie  advanced  as  far  as  Meriden,  Ga. ,  inflicting  immense 
damage  upon  the  enemy.  He  destroyed  the  Confederate  arsenal,  stored  with  valuable  '0 
machinery  and  stores,  burned  a  large  number  of  government  warehouses  filled  with 
military  stores  and  ammunition,  and  rendered  useless  a  large  number  of  mills. 
Enterprise.  Marion,  Quitman,  and  other  important  towns,  were  desolated ;  depots, 
cotton,  bridges,  fee.,  were  burned;  while  the  Mobile  and  Ohio  Railroad  was  com- 
pletely destroyed  for  a  distance  of  nearly  sixty  miles.  In  addition  to  this,  eight 
thousand  slaves  were  liberated,  while  the  entire  loss  of  the  expedition  did  not  exceed 
150  men.  Had  Sherman  been  joined  by  Smith,  it  is  probable  that  the  expedition 
might  have  had  for  its  destination  Selma,  Montgomery  or  Mobile  ;  but  as  it  was,  its 
success  was  brilliant.  A  '"forward  movement"  of  our  forces  at  Chaltanooga  in  the 
direction  of  Dalton,  Ga.,  was  made  on  the  22d  of  February,  where  the  main  body  of 
the  rebel  army,  under  command  of  Bragg,  was  posted.  Its  object  was  partly  to 
reconnoitre  the  position  of  the  enemy,  and  partly  to  prevent  a  diversion  on  the  part 
of  the  latter  against  Sherman  and  Smith.  Bragg's  army  was  found  occupying  a  strong 
position,  and  our  forces,  after  a  slight  engagement,  withdrew  to  their  old  position. 

At  the  same  time  our  forces  on  the  western  side  of  the  Mississippi  were  not  idle. 
On  the  10th  of  March  an  expedition  left  Vicksburg,  under  command  of  Gen.  A.  J. 
Smith,  for  the  Eed  River.  On  the  13th  a  landing  was  effected  at  Simmesport  from 
which  point  our  forces  marched  to  Bayou  Glace,  where  a  considerable  force  was 
posted.  The  latter,  however,  fled  at  our  approach  and  took  refuge  within  the  defenses 
of  Fort  de  Eussey.  Gen  Smith  marched  rapidly  against  the  fort,  and  accomplished 
the  distance,  35  miles,  in  twenty  hours.  The  head  of  the  column  approached  De 
Eussey  on  the  afternoon  of  the  14th,  and  moved  to  the  edge  of  the  heavy  wood  which 
surrounded  it.  The  enemy  immediately  opened  fire;  when  we  brought  the  batteries 
into  action  and  a  brisk  cannonade  commenced.  Gen.  Smith  ordered  a  charge,  which 
•was  made  in  the  face  of  a  galling  fire ;  and  in  twenty-five  minutes  from  the  time  when 
the  order  was  given  the  garrison  surrendered  and  our  brave  boys  were  inside  the 
fortress.  At  the  same  moment,  our  fleet,  consisting  of  three  monitors,  seven  iron 
clads  and  three  rams,  appeared  in  sight,  but  were  too  late  to  share  in  the  honors  of 
Victory.  Ten  guns  were  taken,  a  large  number  of  small  arms,  two  thousand  barrels 
Of  flour,  a  large  lot  of  ammunition,  and  a  quantity  of  commissary  stores.  The  num- 
ber of  prisoners  taken  was  325.  Our  loss  was  only  seven  killed  and  forty-one  wounded ; 
that  of  the  rebels  five  killed  and  four  wounded.  Gen.  Smith  ordered  the  fortifications 
to  be  attacked  while  the  enemy  fled  up  the  river.  Our  fleet  pushed  rapidly  up  towards 
Alexandria,  which  place  it  captured  March  10th,  when  it  was  immediately  occupied 
by  the  advance  of  Gen.  Banks1  army  under  Gen-  Lee.  A  division  of  our  army  ascended 
the  river  as  far  as  Natchitoches,  where  it  met  the  enemy  on  the  21st  and  repulsed  him, 
capturing  282  prisoners,  four  pieces  of  artillery,  150  horses  and  other  spoils.  Gens. 
Smith's  and  Franklin's  forces  having  arrived  at  Alexandria  also  pushed  up  the  river,  the 
enemy  retreating  before  them  in  the  direction  of  Shrevesport.  On  the  28th  of  March  an 
engagement  occurred  between  the  two  forces  at  Cane  River,  30  miles  beyond 
Alexandria,  in  which  we  won  a  brilliant  success.  The  enemy  were  pushed  back  with 
a  loss  of  250  killed  and  wounded,  and  from  500  to  (iOO  prisoners.  Our  loss  was  18 
killed  and  60  wounded.  Gen.  Smith  hotly  pursued,  followed  by  the  entire  army  under 
the  personal  command  of  (inn.  Banks.  On  the  Gth  of  April  it  left  Grand  Fcore,  00 
miles  above  Alexandria.  On  the  8th  our  advance,  after  driving  the  enemy  two  days, 
were  confronted  by  an  overwhelming  Confederate  force  at  Pleasant  Hill,  50  miles  east 
of  Shrevesport.  Our  forces  hurrying  forward,  the  engagement  became  general.  The 
battle  raged  with  great  fury  for  some  hours.  Our  arrny  fought  with  desperate  valor, 
bnt  was  compelled  to  yield  before  superior  numbers.  What  added  to  our  defeat  was  a  *!* 
panic  which  seized  our  cavalry  and  communicated  itself,  more  or  less,  to  our  entire  H% 
uj  lines     Gen.  Bunks  made  a  desperate  endeavor  to  rally  our  retreating  forces,  but  in  L /4 
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vain.    In  this  perilous  crisis  the  10th  corps  arrived  on  the  field  and  succeeded  in 
checking  the  enemy,  enabling  allour  forces,  except  those  of  the  cavalry,  to  escape. 
Our  loss  was  2,000  men  and  20  cannon.    At  once,  a  retreat  was  commenced,  and  next 
day  the  Rebels  were  again  upon  us,  but  were  repulsed  by  our  forces,  then  in  better 
position.    Generals  Franklin  and  Andrew  J.  Smith  seem  to  have  done  much  towards 
checking  the  enemy  on  the  second  day  by  skillful  dispositions.    The  enemy,  however, 
were  left  in  possession  of  the  field.    Our  loss  was  probably  in  the  region  of  four 
thousand  in  all.     The  enemy  lost  heavily  in  the  second  day's  engagement,  while  we 
took  a  large  number  of  prisoners.    Our  forces  fell  back  to  Grand  Ecore.     In  the 
meantime  Admiral  Porter  had  ascended  up  the  river  with  his  fleet,  but  was  ordered 
back  by  Gen.  Banks,  who  was  short  of  rations.     On  his  way  down  he  was  attacked  by 
the  enemy,  who  appeared  in  large  force  on  both  sides  of  the  river  and  made  a  despe- 
rate attempt  to  capture  his  transports.    A  terrible  fight  ensued  between  our  gunboats 
and  the  rebels,  in  which  the  latter  were  repulsed  with  great  slaughter.    Their  loss  is 
estimated  at  from  500  to  600,  while  none  of  our  sailors  were  injured.    Owin"  to  the 
rapid  fall  of  the  river  our  fleet  found  that  it  could  not  pass  the  falls  above  Alexander, 
and  its  position  became  most  critical.    By  the  assistance  of  our  army,  however,  a 
dam  was  constructed  under  the  direction  of  Lieut.  Col.  Bailey,  by  means  of  which 
our  vessels  were  safely  floated  over  the  rapids,  and  thus  saved  from  destruction.     Our 
army,  after  remaining  some  time  at  Alexandria,  and  fighting  two  battles,  in  both  of 
which  it  was  successful,  evacuated  the  Red  River  country.    The  expedition  proved 
a  failure.    Its  object  was  doubtful,  while  its  execution  was  faulty.    Our  line  was  too 
attenuated,  and  the  attack  at  Pleasant  Hill  was  little  else  than  a  surprise.    Our  forces 
were  ample,'  but  they  could  not  be  brought  into  action  until  it  was  too  late  to  retrieve 
the  disaster.    Nor  was  this  the.  worst.    The  failure  of  Banks  involved  the  failure  of 
Steele.    The  latter  started  from  Little  Rock  with  a  strong  auxiliary  force  (35,000  men 
it  is  said)  with  the  design  of  uniting  with  Bauks  at  Shrevesport.    He  met  and  repulsed 
the  enemy  under  Price  and  Marmaduke  at  Elkin's  Farm  and  Prairie  d'Aina,  and 
advanced  as  far  as  Camden,  Ark.,  when  he  learned  of  our  repulse  on  the  Red  River,  and 
immediately  commenced  a  retreat.    He  was  severely  harassed  by  the  enemy,  and  com- 
pelled to  destroy  a  portion  of  his  train  to  prevent  its  falling  into  their  hands.    On  the 
30th  April,  while  crossing  Sabine  river,  he  was  attacked  by  a  body  of  the  rebels  under 
Gen.  Fagan,  but  repulsed  them.     A  portion  of  the  Confederate  cavalry,  however, 
crossed  the  river  above,  and  hurried  to  Little  Rock,  in  the  hope  that  they  might  take 
it  by  surprise  before  onr  forces  could  reach  it ;  but  Gen.  Steele  was  too  quick  for  them. 
A  train  returning  to  Pine  Bluff,  under  charge  of  Col.  Drake,  with  an  escort  of  three 
regiments,  was  attacked  by  the  enemy  and  captured.    Steele's  loss  was  about  2,000 
prisoners,  4  guns  and  240  wagons.    The  wonder  is  that  his  entire  army  was  not 
destroyed.    After  the  abandonment  of  the  Red  Eiver  country,  Gen.  Bauks  returned 
to  New  Orleans  and  Gen .  Canby  assumed  command  of  the  forces  west  of  the  Mississippi. 
While  our  armies  of  the  west  were  thus  active  those  of  the  east  were  not  idle.    On 
the  15th  March  the  President  issued  a  call  for  200,090  men  for  the  volunteer  service. 
On  the  14th  of  the  same  month  he  promulgated  an  order  relieving  Gen.  Halleck  from 
the  position  of  Commanding  General,  and  assigning  Lieut.-Gen.  Grant  to  the  com- 
mand of  the  armies  of  the  United  States.    The  latter  formally  assumed  command  on 
the  17th,  and  immediately  addressed  himself  to  the  work  of  organizing  the  spring  and 
summer  campaign.    On  the  23d  an  order  was  issued  for  an  entire  reorganization  of  the 
army  of  the  Potomac,  reducing  the  number  of  army  corps  to  three,  Geu.  Meade  still 
continuing  in  command.    Preparations  for  an  early  movement  were  made  under  the 
general  direction  of  the  Lieutenant-General.    On  the  8th  of  April  he  issued  an  order 
directing  all  civilians,  sutlers,  &c.  to  the  rear,  with  all  property  for  which  there  was 
no  transportation,  also  stopping  all  furloughs.    During  the  month  Gen.  G.  visited 
fcfo  Fortress  Monroe,  Annapolis,  and  other  points,  in  order  to  consult  with  the  various   ^ 
fe,y  commandants,  and  by  personal  inspection  inform  himself  of  the  condition  of  the  Whi 
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several  departments.  His  army  consisted,  properly  speaking,  of  three  divisions,  aud 
three  simultaneous  movements  were  to  be  made  ;  one  by  the  way  of  James  River,  one 
np  the  Shenandoah  Valley,  and  one  direct  overland  to  Richmond.  His  preparations 
completed,  the  order  to  advance  was  given.  The  noble  army  of  the  Potomac  broke  up 
camp  on  Tuesday  night  May  3d,  and  crossed  the  Rapidan  Wednesday  morning  the  4th. 
The  Second  corps  (Hancock)  in  front,  crossing  at  Ely's  Ford  ;  the  Fifth  (Warren)  aud 
Sixth  (Sedgwick)  immediately  following,  crossing  at  Germania  Ford.  The  rebel 
army,  strongly  intrenched  at  Mine  Run,  did  not  contest  our  passage,  either  because 
they  were  taken  by  surprise  or  because  they  hoped  to  cut  our  army  in  two  in  its  pas- 
sage into  the  '*  Wilderness  "  and,  by  pouncing  upon  it  piecemeal,  destroy  it.  But  Lee 
did  not  long  mask  his  intentions.  As  soon  as  Grant  was  fairly  across  the  river,  and 
before  he  had  time  to  put  himself  in  advantageous  fighting  position,  Lee  marched 
a  heavy  column  under  Longstreet  on  Thursday,  May  5th.  The  shock  was  bravely  met 
by  Sedgwick,  who,  having  crossed  last,  was  on  our  right,  resting  on  the  river,  the 
evident  design  of  the  enemy  being  to  get  between  our  army  and  the  fords.  A  despe- 
rate struggle  ensued  in  which  Sedgwick  was  hard  pressed  and  lost  heavily,  but  in 
which  he  succeeded  in  holding  his  own.  A  second  attack  was  made,  which,  at  one 
time,  promised  to  be  successful,  but  our  gallant  fellows  held  their  ground.  Lee  then 
hurled  a  fresh  column  against  our  centre,  under  Warren,  in  the  hope  of  breaking  it, 
but  in  this  he  was  also  foiled  although  he  gained  a  temporary  advantage.  In  this 
operation  only  about  half  of  our  army  was  engaged.  The  battle  lasted  far  into  the 
night,  but  the  result  was  indecisive.  Lee  utterly  failed  in  his  attempt  to  cut  our  army 
in  two,  and  detach  Hancock  from  the  rest  of  the  army.  The  losses  on  both  sides  were 
heavy,  the  enemy  taking  1,000  prisoners  and  losing  about  300.  We  have  no  estimate 
of  the  killed  and  wounded.  At  the  close  of  the  battle  the  Union  left  was  a  little  south 
of  Chancellorsville,  the  centre  at  the  Wilderness,  the  right  extending  to  Germania  Ford. 
The  battle  was  opened  at  4  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  Tuesday,  the  6th,  by  au  attack 
of  the  enemy  on  our  right  and  centre,  evidently  another  attempt  to  sever  that  wing 
from  the  main  army.  Lee  had  been  reinforced  by  Longstreet  and  repeated  the  tactics 
of  the  previous  clay.  The  attack  was  repulsed  and  our  own  lines  advanced.  About 
six  o'clock  our  left  advanced,  aud  after  a  severe  fight  of  an  hour's  duration,  Gen. 
Hancock  succeeded  in  driving  the  rebels  from  their  breastworks  and  forcing  them 
back  on  both  sides  of  the  plank  road.  At  half  past  eight  our  right  and  centre  like- 
wise ads  auced.  They  pressed  forward  for  a  quarter  of  a  mile  under  a  very  severe  fire 
of  the  enemy  Here  they  found  the  rebels  entrenched  on  a  high  ridge,  and  a  deep 
marsh  intervening  between  them.  Finding  it  impossible  to  advance,  they  resumed 
their  former  position.  A  second  attempt  to  force  the  enemy  from  the  ridge  likewise 
failed.  About  eleven  o'clock,  Gen.  Lee  returned  to  his  old  system  of  tactics.  Gather- 
ing his  army  in  mass,  he  buried  it  with  fierce  impetuosity  and  demoniac  yells  on  our 
left,  and  compelled  it  to  fall  back  on  the  entrenched  line.  Troops  being  concentrated 
to  strengthen  the  line,  the  enemy  were  finally  repulsed.  About  half  past  four,  Lee 
again  returned  to  the  attack,  and  succeeded  in  reaching  our  breastworks.  For  a  short 
time  affairs  looked  dubious,  but  a  well  executed  flank  movement  compelled  the  enemy 
to  retire  with  great  slaughter.  Toward  dark  an  attack  was  made  on  our  extreme 
right,  held  by  Gen.  Milroy's  brigade,  who  were  employed  throwing  up  entrenchments. 
Before  they  had  time  to  form  they  were  captured,  and  our  army  was  successfully 
flanked.  Great  danger  was  at  one  time  apprehended  from  this  rebel  success,  but.  the 
rout  was  confined  to  the  extreme  right.  The  flanking  was  so  complete  that  orders 
had  to  bfl  Iwned  to  send  the  wounded  by  the  Chancellorsville  route,  instead  of  over 
M  thus  far  had  been  done.  At  nightfall,  our  left  and  centre  remained  firm, 
and  daring  the  ni|  hi  the  lines  on  the  right  were  contracted.  Grant  also  extended  his 
line  to  L,  so  as  to  threaten  Lee's  communications  with  Richmond,  and 

so  formal  a  new  line  of  battle  as  to  compel  the  engagement  of  the  next  dciy  to  be  for  ^ 
that  position,  In  the  meantime  changing  his  own  base  to  the  Rappahannock  and  Fred 
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ericksburg.  He  thus  deprived  Lee  of  all  the  benefit  of  his  success  on  the  right,  and 
by  strategy  achieved  the  same  success  over  the  rebels.  Compelled  thus  to  fight  for  his 
tju  communications,  with  the  extreme  hazard  of  losing  them,  or  to  retreat  and  preserve 
them,  he  chose  the  latter  Grant  had  gained  another  advantage  by  edging  partly  out 
of  the  Wilderness,  into  a  more  open  country  where  he  could  use  his  artillery,  and  not 
only  feel  of,  but  see,  the  enemy.  Fortunately  for  us,  too,  Burnside,  who  had  been  left 
behiud  as  a  reserve,  having  got  intelligence  of  the  intentions  of  the  rebels,  hastened 
to  the  scene  of  action,  and  by  a  forced  march,  succeeded  in  joining  the  main  army  in 
time  to  participate  in  the  hottest  of  Friday's  work.  Had  it  not  been  for  this  timely 
reinforcement,  the  chances  were  that  our  army  would  have  suffered  a  severe  disaster. 
At  daybreak  on  Saturday  (the  7th),  Gen.  Grant  pushed  forward  his  forces  and  a  sharp 
artillery  fire  was  opened  by  our  right,  but  no  response  was  elicited,  and  it  soon  became 
apparent  that  Lee  had  abandoned  his  position  of  the  day  previous,  and  was  falling  back. 
Grant  vigorously  pursued  and  came  upon  the  enemy  near  Spottsylvania  Court  House, 
where  the  latter  had  taken  a  new  and  very  strong  position.  On  Sunday  (the  8th), 
there  was  some  sharp  fighting,  the  enemy  gaining  a  temporary  advantage,  but  were 
subsequently  repulsed  and  driven  behind  their  breastworks.  On  Monday  another 
engagement  took  place,  the  enemy  making  an  unsuccessful  assault  on  Milroy's  division. 
Toward  evening  Grant  ordered  an  advance  of  a  portion  of  his  line  across  one  of  the 
branches  of  the  Mattapony.  There  was  much  hard  fighting,  with  varying  successes 
and  repulses ;  but  at  the  close  of  the  day,  the  enemy  firmly  held  their  position,  their 
general  line  being  a  semi-circle  around  the  town,  our  own  lines  presenting  a  similar 
form  of  larger  circumference.  Tuesday  (the  10th)  fighting  was  renewed  with  undimin- 
ished desperation,  the  enemy  generally  holding  their  ground,  we  gaining  some  minor 
advantage,  but  no  definite  results  being  achieved.  Wednesday  (the  11th)  opened 
quietly,  but  towards  noon  skirmishing  was  renewed,  and  considerable  sharp  fighting 
ensued.  During  the  night,  Hancock  moved  his  corps  (the  Second)  from  the  right  to 
the  left,  taking  up  a  position  between  the  Sixth  and  Ninth  corps.  Gen.  Grant  had 
determined  to  turn  the  enemy's  right,  thus  compelling  them  to  abandon  their  position 
and  at  the  same  time  forcing  them  further  from  their  line  of  communication  with 
Richmond.  The  old  Second  corps  were  chosen  for  this  important  work.  Thursday 
morning  (the  12th),  at  half  past  four  o'clock,  they  moved  on  the  enemy's  works  in  a 
most  terrible  bayonet  charge  The  movement  was  a  complete  surprise  to  the  rebels. 
It  had  for  its  fruits,  besides  winning  the  day,  the  capture  of  over  twenty  guns  and  a 
large  number  of  prisoners,  including  two  generals.  Storming  parties  by  the  Fifth  and 
Ninth  corps  were  not  quite  so  successful.  During  the  day  the  rebels  made  repeated 
and  obstinate  attempts  to  retake  the  positions  captured  by  Hancock,  and  again  renewed 
it  at  nine  o'clock  and  continued  it  until  three  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  Friday. 
These  attempts  were  made  five  different  times,  the  enemy  charging  up  to  the  very 
parapet,  and  planting  their  colors  on  and  exchanging  bayonet  thrusts  over  it,  exhibiting 
great  gallantry  and  recklessness  of  life.  This  success  compelled  Lee  to  reform  his 
line?,  which  he  did  early  Friday  morning,  taking  up  a  new  position  to  the  right. 
Friday  Gen.  Grant  commenced  moving  his  troops  to  the  left  for  the  purpose  of  still 
further  turning  the  rebel  right.  Just  before  dusk  the  enemy  attacked  the  Fifth  corps, 
but  were  repulsed,  with  severe  loss.  Gen.  Grant,  in  a  despatch  to  the  War  Department. 
Thursday  night,  says :  M  The  eighth  day  of  battle  closes  leaving  between  3,000  and 
4,000  prisoners  in  our  hands  for  the  day's  work,  including  two  general  officers  and  over 
thirty  pieces  of  artillery.  *  *  We  have  lost  no  organization,  not  even  a  company, 
while  we  have  destroyed  and  captured  one  division  (Johnson's),  one  brigade  (Dobb's), 
and  one  regiment  entire  of  the  enemy.  No  statement  of  the  losses  in  this  series  of 
sanguinary  engagements  has  yet  been  furnished,  but  the  losses  on  both  sides  were 
frightfully  heavy.  We.  doubtless,  lost  more  in  killed  and  wounded  than  the  rebels, 
but  the  number  of  prisoners  and  guns  captured  by  us,  far  exceeded  those  captured  by 
them.    The  result  of  the  bloody  duel  may  be  stated  in  the  fact  that  Lee  was  compelled 
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to  abandon  his  stronghold  in  '  the  Wilderness,1  while  his  position  at  Spottsylvania 
had  been  at  least  critical." 
Up  After  the  bloody  affair  of  the  32th,  there  was  a  lull  in  the  storm  of  war,  lasting  several 
days.  Both  armies  rested  and  both  armies  received  large  reinforcements.  Fighting 
was  renewed  on  the  18th,  when  Hancock  attacked  the  enemy's  right  Hank,  gaining  two 
lines  of  his  intrenchments  and  capturing  two  guns.  This  movement  indicated  a  pur- 
pose on  the  part  of  Grant,  to  turn  the  enemy's  position,  and  compel  him  to  abandon 
his  stronghold.  Burnside  was  also  hotly  engaged  the  same  day,  drove  the  enemy  some 
distance,  but  subsequently  withdrew.  Our  loss  was  about  1.200.  \Vednesday  night, 
Guineys'  Station,  ten  miles  cast  of  Spottsylvania,  on  the  Fredericksburg  railroad,  was 
occupied  by  our  cavalry  under  Gen.  Torbctt.  to  clear  the  way  for  a  new  flank  movement. 
That  movement  commenced  on  the  morning  of  the  19th,  the  right  corps  countermarching 
to  the  left,  and  moving  after  Torbett.  Ewell  anticipating  this  movement,  threw 
himself  upon  our  weakened  right  flank,  got  into  the  rear,  stampeded  the  teamsters, 
captured  ambulances  and  wagons,  and  for  a  time  threatened  our  communications;  but 
a  brigade  of  heavy  artillery,  under  Gen.  Tyler,  coming  to  the  rescue,  the  enemy  was 
checked  and  ultimately  driven  back.  On  the  following  day  (the  20th)  the  flanking 
movement  was  continued,  Torbett  pushing  forward  to  Bowling  Green,  Hancock 
following  and  arriving  on  the  21st  at  Milford  Bridge,  40  miles  from  Richmond.  Warren, 
Wright  and  Burnside  followed,  but  not  so  quietly  but  Lee  was  ready  to  receive  them. 
He  was  found  to  occupy  a  strong  position  between  the  North  and  South  Anna  rivers. 
A  portion  of  our  forces,  under  Warren,  crossed  the  former  river  at  Jervis  ford  on  the 
23d,  while  Hancock  captured  the  ford  at  Taylor's  Bridge.  They  were  fiercely  attacked 
and  handsomely  repulsed  the  enemy.  The  latter  made  desperate  efforts  to  retake  the 
bridge  which  Hancock  had  stormed,  but  were  unsuccessful.  It  became  evident  to 
Grant  that  the  rebel  position  was  too  strong  for  direct  attack,  so  he  ordered  his  forces 
to  recross  the  North  Anna.  Making  an  attack  with  his  right  to  cover  the  movement, 
he  burnt  the  bridge  of  the  Virginia  Central  Railroad,  rapidly  crossed  the  Pamunkey, 
and  on  the  last  day  of  May  had  his  entire  army  south  of  the  river  and  within  fifteen 
miles  of  Richmond.  But  again  Lee  was  prepared  to  receive  him,  and,  reinforced  from 
the  Shenandoah,  presented  a  full  front.  The  confederate  line  stretched  from  Atlee's 
Station,  along  the  line  of  the  Chickahominy  and  the  Virginia  Central,  to  Shady  Grove 
Church,  five  miles  north  of  Richmond  Our  forces,  ever  since  crossing  the  Pamunkey 
had  been  pressing  steadily  up  to  this  line  ;  and  on  the  2Sth  a  cavalry  engagement  had 
been  fought,  the  advance  of  Gregg's  division  having  met  and  driven  the  enemy.  On 
the  30th  Warren  had  pressed  close  up  to  Shady  Grove  ;  and  Crawford's  division,  getting 
detached  from  the  main  body,  was  attacked  and  pushed  back.  The  same  day  Hancock 
gained  ground  on  the  right.  The  struggle  seemed  to  be  for  the  possession  of  the  com- 
manding position  between  our  line  and  Richmond.  On  the  31st  there  was  some 
cavalry  fighting  on  the  right  and  left  flanks,  in  which  we  were  successful.  June  1st 
the  Sixth  corps  took  a  position  near  Cold  Harbor  where  it  was  joined  by  the  forces 
under  Baldy  Smith,  sent  from  the  James  river.  A  stubborn  battle  was  fought,  the 
result  of  which  was  the  possession  of  Cold  Harbor  by  our  forces.  On  Friday,  June  3, 
the  confederate  position  on  the  Chickahominy  was  attacked  by  our  forces.  The 
■rnf-nt  was  determined  and  sanguinary.  Our  forces  were  marched  close  up  to 
the  rebel  works,  but  failed  to  carry  them,  when  the  attack  was  abandoned.  On  the 
evening  of  the  same  day  an  attack  was  made  by  the  enemy  on  a  portion  of  Hancock's 
corps,  but  they  were  repulsed  with  great  loss.  Several  attempts  were  subsequently 
made  to  destroy  Grant's  communications  by  way  of  the  White  House,  but  were 
pfo  uniformly  unsuccessful.  Gen.  Grant  finding  that  to  dislodge  the  enemy  from  his 
(T)  position  would  involve  too  great  a  sacrifice  of  life,  determined  to  cross  to  the  south 
*j*.  side  of  the  James  river.  The  movement  commenced  on  the  night  of  the  12th  of  May,  TF. 
ffji  and  on  the  morning  of  the  fifteenth  was  entirely  completed.  m 
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auxiliary  movements  were  in  progress  elsewhere.  Gen.  Butler,  who  commanded  our 
troops  concentrated  at  Fortress  Monroe,  sent  a  large  force  to  the  York  river,  in  order 
to  mislead  the  enemy  as  to  his  intentions ;  but  no  sooner  had  the  attention  of  the  rebels 
been  diverted  by  this  movement,  than  he  rapidly  descended  the  York  and  pushed  up 
the  James  river  with  his  entire  command,  followed  by  our  gunboats  and  irou-clads. 
So  rapid  was  the  movement  and  so  completely  were  our  designs  masked,  that  a  landing 
was  effected  at  City  Point,  fifteen  miles  below  Richmond,  without  serious  opposition, 
May  5th.  The  object  was  to  engage  Beauregard,  commanding  the  rebel  forces  on  the 
north  side  of  the  James,  prevent  him  from  joining  Lee,  and  if  possible  isolate  nim  from 
Richmond.  Gen.  Kautz,  with  a  cavalry  force  3,000  strong  was  sent  to  cut  the  railroad 
below  Petersburg,  which  he  succeeded  in  accomplishing,  and  thus  temporarily  cutting 
Beauregard's  army  in  two.  Kautz  also  made  a  dash  upon  Petersburg,  out  was  com- 
pelled to  retire  after  considerable  loss,  including  the  gallant  Col.  Mix.  Simultaneously 
with  this  a  cavalry  force  was  sent  to  operate  on  the  north  side  of  the  river,  which 
succeeded  in  seriously  embarrassing  Lee's  communications.  Meanwhile,  Gen.  Butler, 
having  secured  a  firm  foothold  at  City  Point,  assumed  the  offensive  by  marching 
against  Fort  Darling,  which  commands  the  approach  by  water  to  Richmond,  and 
ostensibly,  at  least,  laying  siege  to  it.  Some  of  the  outer  works  were  carried  and  a 
strong  position  obtained.  On  the  16th  of  May  the  rebels  made  a  sortie  from  the  fort, 
and  after  a  severe  contest  forced  our  army  back  to  its  intrenchments.  Our  loss  in 
killed  and  wounded  was  quite  severe.  It  was  subsequently  claimed  that  this  demon- 
stration against  Fort  Darling  was  merely  a  feint,  but  this  is  hardly  probable.  The 
rebels  again  attacked  our  position  on  the  21st,  but  were  severely  punished  and  com- 
pelled to  retire,  leaving  263  dead  and  wounded  on  the  field.  Among  our  captures  was 
that  of  the  rebel  Gen.  Walker.  They  subsequently  attacked  our  colored  troops  at 
Wilson's  Landing,  on  the  James  river,  and  summoned  Gen.  Wild,  commanding  the 
post,  to  surrender ;  but  the  latter  had  the  ill  manners  to  disregard  the  mandate,  and 
sent  in  reply  a  discharge  of  his  artillery.  After  a  short  but  obstinate  contest,  the 
rebels  retired,  bruised  and  discomfited.  Butler,  in  the  meantime,  strengthened  his 
position  by  formidable  breastworks,  and  was  soon  able  to  defy  the  assaults  of  the 
enemy. 

While  Butler  was  thus  operating  on  the  James,  Sigel  was  moving  a  column  up  the 
Shenandoah.  On  the  loth  of  May  he  encountered  the  enemy  in  considerable  force  at 
Reed's  Hill,  near  Mount  Jackson,  and  was  severely  repulsed.  He  was  driven  into  a 
trap  by  Imboden,  who  commanded  the  confederates,  and  suffered  himself  to  be  caught, 
either  because  he  did  not  know  or  did  not  attend  to  his  business.  He  was  superseded 
and  Gen.  Hunter  put  in  his  place.  The  latter  handled  his  forces  more  skillfully. 
Pressing  up  the  valley,  he  overhauled  the  enemy  under  Gen.  Jones  near  Staunton,  on 
the  5th  of  June,  fought  and  defeated  him,  captured  the  place,  killed  the  commander, 
took  1,500  prisoners  and  several  guns,  and  drove  the  enemy  to  Waynesboro.  On  the 
8th  he  formed  a  junction  with  Crook  and  Averill,  while  Sheridan  operated  simul- 
taneously in  the  direction  of  Gordonsville.  The  latter  crossed  the  Pamunkey,  May  7th, 
reached  Trevilin  station  on  the  11th,  where  he  met  the  enemy,  and  after  a  hard  fought 
battle  repulsed  them  with  severe  loss.  Hunter  pressed  on  toward  Lynchburg  destroy- 
ing railroads  and  bridges  on  his  way,  but  when  he  reached  the  place  he  found  it  strongly 
defended,  and  did  not  deem  it  prudent  to  venture  an  attack.  At  the  same  time  Early 
was  marching  upon  him  with  a  large  force,  and  finding  his  position  precarious,  he 
retreated  into  the  mountains,  and  made  a  forced  march  into  Western  Virginia.  His 
army  suffered  terribly,  and  he  lost  heavily  in  guns  and  wagons,  and  indeed  his  retreat 
was  as  ignoble  as  it  was  disastrous,  and  he  showed  himself  to  be,  if  possible,  even  a 
worse  general  than  Siegel. 

As  a  part  of  the  grand  series  of  operations,  against  the  rebel  capital,  the  raid  of  Gen. 
Sheridan  into  Lee's  rear  deserves  special  notice.  Starting  on  the  9th  of  May,  he 
marched  around  the  enemy's  right  flank,  reached  the  South  Anna  river  on  the  10th, 
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dashed  upon  Beaver  Dam,  destroyed  the  immense  depot  of  supplies  at  that  place, 
seized  and  demolished  one  hundred  cars  and  two  locomotives,  tore  up  the  railroad 
track  for  over  ten  miles,  recaptured  three  hundred  and  seventy  of  our  men  taken  Up 
prisoners  on  their  way  to  Richmond,  captured  Ashland  Station  on  the  11th,  and 
destroyed  a  large  train  of  cars  and  another  depot  of  supplies,  tore  up  six  miles  of 
railway  track,  met  Gen.  Stuart,  fought  and  defeated  him  at  Yellow  Tavern,  charged 
upon  Richmond,  captured  the  first  line  of  works  around  the  city,  got  near  enough  to 
see  the  gas  lamps  on  the  streets,  fell  back,  recrossed  the  Chickahominy,  had  another 
fight,  whipped  the  enemy  and  drove  him  as  far  as  Gaines'  Mills,  destroyed  the  principal 
bridges  and  trestle  works  on  the  Virginia  Central  Railroad,  completely  severed  Lee's 
communications  with  the  rebel  capital  and  arrived  in  safety  at  Gen.  Butler's  head- 
quarters on  the  James  river  on  the  14th,  five  days  after  starting.  And  in  this  series  of 
brilliant  operations  his  loss  was  less  than  three  hundred  in  killed  and  wounded. 

While  Grant  was  slowly  but  steadily  pressing  Lee  to  the  wall  in  Virginia,  Sherman 
was  winning  brilliant  laurels  in  the  southwest.  His  campaign  against  Atlanta  deserves 
to  rank  among  the  most  remarkable  triumphs  in  the  annals  of  military  history.  The 
country  through  which  he  had  to  pass,  was  one  of  the  most  difficult  an  invading  army 
ever  had  penetrated.  Nature  had  provided  the  enemy  with  a  line  of  fortresses  in  the 
way  of  mountain  passes,  gorges  and  denies,  stretching,  with  but  slight  intervals  of 
open  country,  from  the  beginning  nearly  to  the  close  of  his  long  march.  Having 
concentrated  the  main  body  of  our  armies  previously  occupied  in  Mississippi  and 
Tennessee,  at  Chattanooga,  and  completed  his  preparations  for  the  campaign,  he  gave 
the  order  to  advance  against  the  rebel  army  encamped  at  Dalton  and  Resaca,  under 
command  of  Gen.  J.  E.  Johnson.  Gen.  Thomas  occupied  Tunnel  Hill,  May  7th;  the 
rest  of  the  army  moving  by  the  flank  toward  Resaca,  under  the  personal  command  of 
Sherman.  On  the  10th  he  reached  Buzzard's  Roost,  while  McPherson's  army  was  one 
mile  south  of  Resaca.  On  the  14th,  the  rebels  having  been  flanked,  evacuated  Dalton, 
falling  back  upon  Resaca,  ten  miles  beyond.  On  the  same  day,  Sherman  attacked 
the  enemy  at  Resaca.  The  battle  continued  the  entire  day.  The  rebels  attempted  to 
turn  the  Union  left,  but  by  a  movement  of  Hooker's  corps  to  that  portion  of  the  line 
their  object  was  frustrated.  The  battle  was  renewed  on  the  morning  of  the  15th.  Gen. 
Hooker  charged  the  rebel  works  on  the  left  about  one  p.  m.,  but  was  not  able  to  hold 
them.  A  general  advance  was  then  made  along  the  whole  line,  and  the  first  series  of 
intrenchmenta  were  occupied.  The  rebels  evacuated  Resaca  during  the  night.  The 
rout  of  the  enemy  was  complete.  We  took  1,200  prisoners  and  10  guns,  besides  a  large 
number  of  small  arms,  stores  and  ammunition.  Next  clay  Sherman's  forces  started  in 
pursuit,  the  rebels  rapidly  retreating  south.  On  the  ISth  our  advance  occupied  Kingston 
and  Rome,  the  latter  being  an  important  depot  of  confederate  supplies,  and  containing 
large  founderies,  &c,  &c.  On  the  9th,  our  forces  caught  up  with  the  rear  guard  of 
the  rebel  army,  when  some  sharp  skirmishing  took  place.  The  enemy  made  a  sortie 
after  dark  from  Cassville,  but  were  handsomely  repulsed.  Before  daylight  Cassville 
was  occupied.  A  reconuoisance  developed  the  fact  that  the  rebels  occupied  a  strong 
position  in  the  Altoona  mountains,  when  Sherman  commenced  a  flank  movement  to 
the  right.  A  sharp  cavalry  fight  took  place  at  Taylorsville  on  the  24th,  without  impor- 
tant results;  while  on  the  same  day,  Wheeler's  rebel  cavalry  made  a  dash  upon  and 
destroyed  a  portion  of  one  of  our  trains.  On  the  27th,  the  battle  of  Dallas,  sometimes 
called  the  "  battle  of  Pumpkinvine  creek,"  or  the  "battle  of  New  Hope  church,"  was 
fought  between  the  armies  of  Gen.  Sherman  and  those  under  Gen.  Johnston.  After 
three  separate  attacks,  the  rebel  commander  ordered  his  forces  back  to  their  intrench- 
ments,  the  Union  troops  holding  their  ground.  The  rebel  loss  is  estimated  at  3,000; 
ours  was  also  quite  heavy.  On  the  31st  of  May  the  rebels  attacked  Gen  Sherman,  and 
after  an  engagement  of  two  hours'  duration,  were  driven  back  with  heavy  loss,  and  on 
,   the  same  day  our  left  reached  the  railroad  near  Marietta.    On  the  2d  of  June,  our 

ivalry  under  Stevenson  and  Garrard,  captured,  at  Altoona  Pass,  a  position  of  great   t 
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strength,  and  one  which  it  would  have  been  practically  impossible  to  take  except  by  a 
flank  attack.  June  6th,  Sherman  reached  Arkworth,  and  on  the  lrth  encamped  at  Big  (* 
Shanty  Station.  Johnson  confronted  him,  holding  Kenesaw  mountains,  with  outposts  UCJ 
on  Pilot  Knob,  and  Pine  and  East  mountains.  On  the  15th  our  forces  captured  Pine 
mountain  after  a  severe  skirmish.  During  the  engagement  the  rebel  Gen.  Polk  was 
killed  On  the  27th  a  general  assault  was  made  upon  the  front  of  the  rebel  position  at 
Kenesaw  by  Gen.  Sherman's  army,  but  was  repulsed  with  great  slaughter.  Gen.  C.  G. 
Harker  was  mortally  wounded  and  died  the  next  day.  Our  loss  was  between  two  and 
three  thousand.  Gen.  ScholefiekVs  movement  on  the  enemy's  left,  compelled  the 
latter  to  evacuate  Kenesaw  mountain  July  3d.  July  5th,  Johnson  took  a  position  two 
miles  north  of  the  Chattahoochee,  and  commenced  crossing;  by  the  9th,  his  whole 
army  was  across,  having  lost  a  large  number  of  prisoners  on  the  way.  Sherman 
vigorously  pursued,  proceeded  to  cross  the  river,  and  by  Sunday,  July  17,  his  entire 
army  was  landed  on  the  other  side.  Johnson  was  removed,  and  Hood  assumed  com- 
mand of  the  rebel  army.  The  latter  attacked  Sherman  with  great  vigor  on  the  20th  of 
July,  with  the  intention  of  breaking  our  line  and  destroying  our  army  piecemeal.  He 
made  three  assaults,  but  was  in  each  instance  repulsed  with  great  slaughter.  On  the 
22d  he  again  attacked  our  forces  but  with  poorer  success  than  before.  His  loss  in 
killed  and  wounded  in  the  last  engagement  was  not  much  short  of  7,000 ;  our  own  loss 
was  about  2,500.  including  the  gallant  Gen.  McPherson,  killed  by  a  rebel  sharpshooter. 
Sherman  proceeded  to  occupy  the  railroad,  thereby  cutting  off  Hood's  communications 
with  Richmond;  then  throwing  a  strong  force  to  his  left,  cut  the  railroad  lines 
to  Macon  and  Charleston,  and  occupied  Decatur.  On  the  28th  of  July,  the  army 
of  the  Tennessee  was  swung  around  to  the  right  of  the  entire  army,  where  it  was 
attacked  by  the  enemy  while  on  the  march.  The  battle  lasted  until  night  and  resulted 
in  the  Union  forces  holding  that  position,  the  rebels  retiring  within  their  lines  at 
Atlanta.  At  one  time  our  army  was  in  great  danger,  but  fortune  frowned  on  the  rebel 
force  and  gave  us  the  victory.  At  the  same  time,  our  cavalry  under  Gen.  McCook, 
captured  Palmetto  station  on  the  West  Point  Railroad,  and  destroyed  several  miles  of 
track.  August  3d,  the  rebels  attacked  Gen.  Logan's  works  in  force,  and  drove  him 
therefrom.  In  the  evening  he  not  only  retook  the  works,  but  captured  all  the  rebels 
who  occupied  them.  He  also  advanced  his  lines  three  hundred  yards.  On  the  day 
following,  the  Fourteenth  corps  made  a  heavy  demonstration  on  the  north  of  Atlanta  ; 
while  a  more  serious  assault  was  made  on  the  6th.  August  9th,  Atlanta  was  shelled  on 
all  parts  of  the  line ;  and  on  the  night  of  the  10th,  a  terrific  bombardment  without  definite 
results,  took  place ;  the  attack  upon  the  works  was  again  renewed  on  the  13th.  On 
the  19th,  Gen.  Kilpatrick  at  the  head  of  about  five  thousand  mounted  men,  started  from 
Sandtown  on  his  raid  around  the  enemy's  position  at  Atlanta  ;  arrived  at  Fairburn, 
on  the  West  Point  railroad,  where  he  met  the  enemy  and  drove  them  from  the  ground, 
crossed  Flint  river,  pushed  onto  Jonesboro'  and  destroyed  the  place,  and  rested  for 
the  night  near  Lovejoy's.  The  Macon  Railroad  was  torn  up.  On  the  20th  he  was 
attacked  in  force  before  daybreak  by  the  rebels  at  Lovejoy's,  and  surrounded.  The 
second  division,  under  Col.  Minty,  cut  its  way  through  the  enemy  and  the  Union  troops 
pushed  on.  Kilpatrick's  command  crossed  Cotton  river  at  one  a.  m.  and  South  river 
at  six  a.  m.,  reaching  Lithonia,  on  the  Georgia  Railroad,  east  of  Atlanta,  in  the  evening, 
The  troops  then  went  into  camp  after  their  fatiguing  raid.  They  succeeded  in  passing 
completely  around  Atlanta.  Gen.  Sherman,  finding  the  capture  of  Atlanta  impracticable 
by  a  direct  assault,  moved  his  entire  army  with  the  exception  of  the  Twentieth 
(Slocum's)  corps  by  the  rear  of  the  rebel  defenses  of  the  city.  The  enemy  were  strongly 
d  posted  at  Jonesboro,  and  Sherman  planted  his  entire  army  between  Atlanta  and  this  / 
outpost,  and  an  attack  made  on  the  latter  resulted  in  its  capture  with  10  guns  and  1,000  \ 
prisoners.  The  enemy  retreated  south  to  Lovejoy's  station  on  the  Macon  road,  fol-  \ 
v.  lowed  by  our  forces.  In  the  meantime,  Hood,  finding  himself  cut  off  ffom  supplies  at  $ 
III  i 
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Atlanta,  evacuated  ^hat  important  stronghold,  blowing  up  his  magazines.    The  place   fi 
\^j  was  occupied  by  Gen.  Slocum,  September  2d.  y[ 

tjp  Various  attempts  to  destroy  Sherman's  communications  and  compel  him  to  relin-  ~ 
quish  hi-^  purpose,  were  made  by  Forrest,  Wheeler  and  others,  but  in  vain.  An  attack 
on  Dalton  promised  serious  results,  but  the  rebels  were  compelled  to  retreat  from 
before  it.  A  force  under  Gen.  Sturgis  met  with  a  disastrous  repulse.  It  was  attacked 
at  Guntown,  Tennessee,  June  10th,  by  Forrest,  and  after  a  severe  fight  retreated  to 
Kipley,  having  destroyed  the  supply  train  and  ten  pieces  of  artillery.  Gen.  Sturgis' 
forces  were  to  co-operate  with  the  right  of  Gen.  Sherman's  main  army,  and  prevent 
Forrest  from  committing  depredations  upon  General  Sherman's  communications  or  in 
his  rear.  His  failure  in  this  movement  caused  his  removal.  It  was  again  attacked  at 
Ripley,  and  after  a  long  engagement,  scattered  and  broken.  The  expedition  returned 
to  Memphis  in  a  damaged  condition. 

Simultaneously  with  the  capture  of  Atlanta,  the  country  was  gladdened  with  news 
from  the  Gulf.  On  the  5th  of  August,  Admiral  Farragut,  with  fourteen  gunboats  and 
three  monitors,  passed  between  Forts  Morgan  and  Gaines  into  Mobile  bay.  In  passing, 
the  Tecumseh,  one  of  the  monitors,  struck  a  torpedo  and  sunk  with  nearly  all  on  board. 
The  rebel  fleet,  consisting  of  the  formidable  ram  Tennessee  and  three  gunboats,  joined 
the  forts  in  the  attack  on  our  vessels.  Farragut  directed  the  main  attack  upon  the 
Tennessee,  and  with  such  good  effect  that  she  was  soon  disabled.  Her  commander, 
Capt.  Buchanan,  was  wounded,  and  she  surrendered  with  20  officers  and  120  men. 
Our  loss  was  120  in  killed  and  wounded.  Com.  Farragut  then  attacked  Fort  Gaiues, 
which  surrendered  on  the  8th  of  August  with  5G  officers  and  818  men.  Fort  Powell, 
which  commanded  Grant's  Pass,  was  evacuated  by  the  rebels.  The  attention  of  our 
commander  was  then  directed  to  Fort  Morgan,  which  commanded  the  key  of  the 
harbor.  It  was  a  fortress  of  great  strength,  and  was  strongly  manned  and  garrisoned. 
It  was  invested  by  Gen.  Granger's  forces  on  the  land,  while  our  fleet  opened  a  furious 
bombardment  from  the  water  side.  The  attack  was  of  short  duration,  when  the  fort 
surrendered  with  its  garrison  of  (500  prisoners. 

Some  stirring  scenes  along  the  banks  of  the  Mississippi  river  occurred  during  the 
earlier  months  of  the  year.  On  the  12th  of  April,  the  rebel  Gen.  Forrest  suddenly 
appeared  before  Fort  Pillow,  70  miles  above  Memphis,  and  demanded  its  surrender. 
This  was  refused.  A  second  demand  was  made  and  likewise  refused  by  our  commander, 
Major  Booth.  A  furious  attack  was  then  made,  resulting  in  the  capture  of  the  fort, 
after  several  hours'  bard  fighting.  Upon  taking  possession  of  the  fort  the  enemy  com- 
menced an  indiscriminate  slaughter,  not  only  of  the  soldiers,  but  of  the  women  and 
children  as  well.  Over  400  of  our  people  were  inhumanly  butchered,  the  wounded 
being  bayoneted  and  several  burned  and  buried  alive.  The  butchery  was  one  of  the 
most  brutal  on  record,  and  aroused  great  indignation  throughout  the  loyal  states.  Six 
guns  were  captured  and  a  large  amount  of  stores  destroyed  and  carried  off. 

Early  in  June,  Gen    Morgan  made  another  raid  into  Kentucky  at  the  head  of  2,500 
men.    Entering  by  Pound  Gap,  he  dashed  upon  Paris,  Georgetown,  Cynthiana  and  other 
places,  and  spread  alarm  and  consternation  on  every  hand.     He  attacked  the  Louisville 
and  other  railroads,  interrupting  communications  for  some  time.     Gen-  Burbridge, 
commanding  our  forces,  met  and  attacked  him,  and  after  a  severe  engagement,  defeated 
him.    Morgan,  however,  rallied  his  scattered  forces,  captured  and  plundered  Lexington, 
and  subsequently  captured  Cynthiana,  together  with  the  garrison,  consisting  of  two 
regiments.    On  the  12th,  Morgan  was  again  attacked,  and  this  time  signally  defeated; 
a  Luge  portion  of  his  forces  being  captured,  besides  a  thousand  horses.    Some  time 
ahseqnently,  Morgan  was  surprised,  and,  in  the  endeavor  to  escape  from  a  house 
where  he  had  taken  refuge,  killed. 
**?     The  rebels  made  a  desperate  effort  to  recover  the  eastern  coast  of  North  Carolina.    , 
£vj  On  the  11th  of  April  a  large  force  of  the  enemy  marched  upon  Plymouth,  on  the  £ 
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-u  Albemarle  bound,  which  was  held  by  our  lorccs  under  Uen.  Wessels.    A  determined  ^ 
(v)  attack  was  made  upon  Fort  Gray,  its  principal  defense,  which  was  repelled  by  the  fr 
OIC1  garrison,  aided  by  the  gunboats.    On  the  18th,  a  rebel  fleet  consisting  of  four  gunboats  Uu 
|    and  the  iron-clad  Albemarle  came  down  the  Roanoke  river,  passed  the  fort  in  the 
night,  and  attacked  our  fleet.    Two  of  our  boats,  the  South/old  and  Bombshell,  were 
sunk.    The  attack  was  then  directed  on  the  town,  which  was  abandoned,  the  garrison 
retiring  within  Fort  William.    This  latter  was  in  turn  attacked,  and  after  a  desperate 
contest,  carried  by  storm.    The  garrison,  about  1,500  strong,  unconditionally  surren- 
dered. 

Hunter  having  been  compelled  to  retreat  into  Western  Virginia,  the  rebel  forces 
under  Early  rapidly  pushed  down  the  Shenandoah  valley,  compelled  Sigel  to  abandon 
Martinsburg  and  seek  refuge  upon  Maryland  Heights,  crossed  the  Potomac  above  and 
below  Harper's  Ferry,  occupied  Hagerstown  and  Frederick,  and  spread  in  a  number 
of  small  squads  in  every  direction,  to  destroy  bridges,  railroads,  &c.  Their  force  was 
variously  estimated  at  from  8,000  to  30,000;  it  probably  did  not  exceed  12,000.  The 
President  called  for  12,000  men  from  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  each  respectively,  to 
repel" the  invasion.  In  the  meantime,  Gen.  Lew.  Wallace,  commanding  at  Baltimore, 
collected  what  men  he  could  and  marched  upon  Frederick,  to  meet  the  advancing  enemy. 
On  the  Sth  of  July  he  encountered  them  in  force  at  Monocacy,  a  short  distance  from 
the  town,  where  a  desperate  battle,  lasting  all  day,  was  fought.  Our  forces  were  over- 
whelmed and  compelled  to  retreat  towards  Baltimore.  The  enemy  continued  to 
advance,  and  a  cavalry  force  struck  the  Northern  Central  Railroad,  the  Wilmington 
and  Baltimore  Railroad,  and  others,  destroying  bridges,  capturing  trains,  &c.  On  the 
Philadelphia  and  Baltimore  road  they  captured  a  train  containing  Gen.  Franklin, 
whom  they  took  prisoner,  but  who  afterwards  succeeded  in  effecting  his  escape. 
Moving  upon  Washington,  the  main  body  of  the  rebel  army  attacked  our  forces  at 
Fort  Stevens  July  11th,  where  they  found  an  unexpected  resistance.  Still,  the  capital 
was  almost  defenseless,  and  had  the  enemy  known  our  weakness,  might  possibly  have 
captured  it  by  a  coup  de  main.  Fortunately,  at  this  critical  juncture,  the  Nineteenth 
corps  arrived  from  New  Orleans,  while  the  Sixth  corps  opportunely  arrived  from  the 
army  of  the  Potomac.  Hunter  having  arrived  on  the  Upper  Potomac,  and  Gen.  Couch 
moving  with  considerable  force  in  Early's  rear,  the  latter  hastily  abandoned  his  attack 
on  Washington,  and  after  securing  a  large  amount  of  plunder,  recrossed  the  Potomac, 
and  retreated  up  the  Shenandoah  valley.  He  was  vigorously  pursued,  a  portion  of 
his  plunder  recovered,  but  he  managed  to  get  away  with  the  greater  part  of  the  spoils 
of  his  campaign. 

Meanwhile  Grant,  having  effected  the  passage  of  the  James  river,  commenced  active 
operations  against  the  enemy  intrenched  at  Petersburg.  An  attempt  to  capture  the 
place  had  been  made  by  Gens.  Gilmore  and  Kautz,  June  10th,  but  failed  for  the  reason, 
it  is  alleged,  that  the  enemy  were  apprised  of  the  demonstration,  and  were  prepared 
to  repulse  it.  It  was  the  opinion  of  many  military  critics,  however,  that  the  city 
might  have  been  easily  taken  by  a  coup  de  main,  but  Gilmore  did  not  deem  au  attack 
prudent,  and  so  returned  to  camp  on  the  James  river.  The  moment  Grant  landed  on 
the  south  side  of  the  James,  he  dispatched  Smith's  corps  against  Petersburg.  It  left 
Bermuda  Hundred  on  the  morning  of  June  15th,  and  after  a  few  hours'  march  reached 
the  Appomattox,  which  he  crossed  by  a  bridge  of  boats.  From  thence  the  march  was 
continued  along  four  different  roads.  Smith  arrived  at  a  point  two  miles  from  the 
city  early  in  the  afternoon,  waited  some  time  for  Kautz  with  his  cavalry,  but  the 
latter  not  arriving,  he  ordered  an  attack,  and  after  a  short  engagement  carried  the 
£1  batteries  on  the  northeast  side  of  the  town,  capturing  a  rebel  brigade  (Wise's)  and  f) 

sixteen  pieces  of  artillery.  Hancock's  corps  arrived  just  at  night,  but  too  late  to 
j,%  render  our  success  decisive.  On  the  day  following  (June  16th),  another  important  ^T 
&  position  was  carried,  and  later  in  the  day  Burnside's  corps  arrived  and  took  a  position  ojj 
gM  on  Hancock's  left.    But  by  this  time  the  rebels  had  been  largely  reinforced  by  Beaure-  £$ 
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gard.  who  left  his  position  near  Bermuda  Hundred,  and  hastened  to  the  defense  of 
Petersburg.  Butler  took  advantage  of  his  sudden  departure,  to  tear  up  a  portion  of  ($) 
the  railroad  between  Richmond  and  Petersburg,  but  Lee,  who  had  also  crossed  the 
James,  pouueed  upon  him  before  he  had  accomplished  his  work,  and  drove  him  back 
into  his  intrenchments.  On  the  evening  of  the  16th  an  attack  was  made  upon  the 
rebel  works  by  Smith's,  Hancock's  and  Burnside's  corps,  carrying  a  line  of  rifle  pits. 
On  the  morning  of  the  17th  still  another  assault  was  made,  in  which  we  took  two 
redoubts  and  950  prisoners.  By  the  18th  the  confederate  line  was  pushed  back  to  its 
ultimate  position  on  a  series  of  elevations,  with  its  flank  resting  on  the  river.  Grant 
immediately  prepared  to  invest  the  city.  He  extended  his  line  southward,  so  as  to 
command  the  Suffolk  and  Petersburg  railroad,  on  the  22d.  On  the  afternoon  of  that 
day  he  still  further  extended  it,  so  that  his  extreme  right  reached  toward  the  Weldon 
railroad.  Lee,  contemplating  his  movement,  despatched  Hill"s  corps  to  defend  the 
menaced  position.  Promptly  seizing  the  advantage  of  a  gap  between  our  Sixth  and 
Second  corps,  he  flung  himself  upon  our  weak  centre,  passed  it  and  appeared  on 
Barlow's  flank.  The  latter  fell  back,  leaving  Birney  exposed,  and  the  rifle  pits  of  the 
latter  were  taken  by  the  enemy,  together  with  a  battery  (McKnight's)  of  four  guns. 
Our  line,  thrown  into  temporary  confusion,  was  soon  re-formed  and  Hill  was  driven 
back.  Simultaneously  with  this,  Kautz's  and  "Wilson's  cavalry  forces  attacked  the 
Weldon  railroad  at  a  point  about  11  miles  from  our  left.  Crossing  the  road  at  Ream's 
Station,  they  tore  up  the  track  for  several  miles,  and  destroyed  much  valuable  property. 
On  the  day  following  (June  22d),  they  reached  the  junction  of  the  Danville  and 
Lynchburg  railroad  at  Barkersville,  and  destroyed  the  track  for  several  miles.  They 
then  pushed  on  to  Roanoke  Station,  but  failed  to  destroy  the  large  bridge  at  that  point, 
started  back,  and  on  the  2Sth  June  reached  the  vicinity  of  Ream's  Station,  where  they 
found  themselves  surrounded  by  a  large  rebel  force.  A  battle  ensued  in  which  our 
forces  were  roughly  handled.  Grant,  in  the  meantime,  sent  a  corps  to  create  a  diversion 
in  this  force,  which  was  so  far  successful,  that  Kautz  returned  to  our  lints  on  the  30th, 
while  Wilson  came  in  the  next  day.  They  destroyed  no  less  than  60  miles  of  railway. 
Our  total  loss  during  this  daring  raid  was  from  TOO  to  1,000  men.  No  further  move- 
ment of  importance  occurred  for  some  time.  On  the  21st  of  July,  however,  Gen.  Grant 
resumed  operations  by  a  feint  movement  north  of  the  James,  to  divert  Lee's  attention 
from  an  assault  to  be  made  against  the  fortifications  before  Petersburg.  He  had  suc- 
ceeded in  running  a  mine  to  a  point  just  in  front  of  Cemetery  Hill,  nearly  under  the 
confederate  fortifications  on  this  side.  Gen.  Foster  occupied  a  position  at  Deep 
Bottom  on  the  north  side  of  the  James,  three  miles  above  Malvern  Hill,  while  a  part 
of  the  Nineteenth  corps  crossed  and  held  guard  on  the  north  side.  On  the  36th,  the 
Second  corps  crossed  over,  and,  on  the  following  morning,  immediately  advanced  upon 
Strawberry  Plains  against  the  enemy,  who  appeared  in  large  force.  Advancing  under 
a  galling  fire,  our  forces  soon  turned  the  enemy's  left,  when  the  intrenchments  were 
abandoned  and  four  twenty-pounder  guns  were  captured.  On  the  30th,  the  order  for 
the  grand  assault  against  Petersburg  was  given,  and  the  mine  was  exploded  at  four 
o'clock  on  the  morning  of  next  day.  It  was  400  feet  in  length  and  charged  with  eight 
tons  of  powder.  The  explosion  was  tremendous.  At  the  same  time  150  Federal  guns 
opened  fire,  while  our  brave  fellows  rushed  to  the  assault.  Ledlie's  division,  together 
with  the  Fourth,  both  of  the  Ninth  corps,  were  selected  for  the  storming  party, 
Ledlie's  leading  in  three  lines,  each  consisting  of  a  brigade,  marched  up  into  the 
crater  formed  by  the  explosion.  Here  a  fatal  delay  occurred,  our  men  pausing  to 
erect  breastworks  instead  of  rushing  forward.  The  division  finally  pushed  up  the  crest 
of  Cemetery  Hill,  but  was  repulsed.  The  Fourth  division,  consisting  of  colored  troops, 
W  advanced  to  the  rescue,  but  were  also  driven  back  with  fearful  slaughter.  By  the 
♦T?  middle  of  the  afternoon  the  bloody  day  was  done.  Our  loss  was  in  round  numbers  ^f 
$w  about  4,008  men,  of  whom  the  majority  were  wounded.  The  loss  of  the  enemy  was  ^ 
%$  about  1,000  men,  of  whom  a  fifth  were  prisoners.    It  is  conjectured  that  nearly  200  <*J# 
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men  were  destroyed  by  the  mine.  Grant,  nothing  daunted  by  this  miscarriage,  per- 
sistently continued  his  operations  against  the  rebel  stronghold-  On  the  night  of  the 
12th  of  August,  the  Second  corps  landed  on  the  north  side  of  the  James  river,  at  Deep  I)  J 
Bottom.  Near  this  point  Gen.  Butler  was  cutting  a  canal  to  cut  off  six  or  eight  miles 
of  travel  around  an  awkward  bend  of  the  river,  and  avoid  certain  ugly  rebel  obstruc- 
tions and  fortifications,  but  the  work  was  seriously  impeded  by  an  annoying  fire  by  the 
enemy,  who  occupied  a  strong  position  on  the  north  side  of  the  river.  An  attack  was 
made  upon  this  position,  in  which  the  rebels  were  dislodged,  and  500  prisoners,  six 
cannon  and  two  mortars  were  taken. 

On  the  ISth  of  August,  the  Fifth  corps  marched  to  Ream's  Station,  on  theWeldon 
railroad,  surprised  a  body  of  the  enemy  guarding  it,  and  took  possession  of  the  road. 
The  rebels  made  desperate  efforts  to  dislodge  them.  On  the  19th,  a  large  rebel  force 
attacked  Warren  with  great  fury.  It  was  opened  by  Mahone,  who  sprang  upon  our 
right  with  impetuosity,  having  with  him  his  own  old  brigade  and  those  of  Clingmau  and 
Colquitt.  He  first  struck  our  picket  line,  which  consisted  of  Bragg's  brigade  of  Craw- 
ford's division.  The  Nineteenth  Indiana,  the  advanced  regiment,  was  quickly  swept 
back  to  our  breastworks,  from  the  cornfield  where  it  had  been  posted,  having  lost  many 
of  its  men.  Unfortunately,  the  enemy  had  discovered  the  gap  which  existed  here,  and 
swept  through  it  like  a  torrent,  separating  the  divisions  of  Wilcox  and  Crawford.  An 
engagement  of  desperate  character  ensued,  both  of  artillery  and  musketry.  Meanwhile, 
our  left  was  attacked  by  Heth's  troops.  The  picket  lines  were  driven  in  and  the  tem- 
porary intrenchments  carried.  When,  however,  our  second  line  was  reached,  the  enemy 
were  repulsed  with  great  slaughter.  In  the  crisis  of  the  battle,  when  our  right  centre 
was  dangerously  broken,  and  our  centre  giving  way,  reinforcements  came  up,  consisting 
of  Potter's  Second  division  of  the  Ninth  corps,  and  White's  (late  Ledlie's)  First  divi- 
sion. These  were  hastily  formed  and  sent  in  on  the  charge,  and  the  enemy  was  over- 
lapped and  turned.  While  the  Ninth  corps  was  going  in,  the  contending  troops  on 
Crawford's  right  had  become  so  intermingled  and  involved  that  it  was  difficult  to  dis- 
tinguish them.  Our  artillery  had  all  along  been  very  effectively  employed.  It  was 
now  directed  against  both  combatants,  and,  sweeping  down  friend  and  foe  alike, 
cleared  the  ground  with  its  murderous  fire.  Our  lines  were  rallied,  the  enemy  driven 
back,  and  the  disaster  of  the  earlier  part  of  the  day  measurably  retrieved.  Our  losses 
were  a  little  uncertain,  but  are  estimated  at  from  3,500  to  4,000.  The  enemy  claim  to 
have  captured  2,700  prisoners,  mostly  from  Crawford's  and  Ayres'  divisions.  The 
result  of  this  great  fight  was  to  give  the  enemy  possession  of  the  Weldon  Railroad  as  far 
as  Yellow  Tavern,  but  our  forces  still  holding  the  position  first  taken  by  Gen.  Warren. 
After  this  battle,  no  movement  of  importance  occurred  before  Petersburg  until  Septem- 
ber loth,  when  Be  Trobriand's  brigade  captured  the  rebel  pickets,  inflicting  a  loss  of 
from  100  to  150  on  the  enemy.  On  the  16th,  the  rebel  cavalry  marched  around  behind 
Meade's  left  at  Ream's  Station,  surprised  and  captured  the  Thirteenth  Pennsylvania  and 
captured  a  herd  of  2,500  cattle.  Gregg  and  Kautz's  cavalry  immediately  started  in  pur- 
suit of  the  raiders,  overtook  them  on  the  Jerusalem  plank  road,  attacked  them,  but 
were  repulsed,  when  the  enemy  continued  their  retreat  at  their  leisure.  On  the  30th 
of  September,  Gen.  Warren  attacked  and  carried  the  enemy's  lines  on  their  extreme 
right,  and  captured  a  number  of  prisoners.  Gen.  Meade,  at  the  same  time,  attacked 
and  carried  the  enemy's  line  near  Poplar  Grove  Church.  The  day  following,  the  enemy 
attacked  Gen.  Ayres,  but  were  repulsed  with  heavy  loss. 

At  the  same  time,  an  important  movement  was  made  by  our  forces  on  the  north  side 
of  the  James  river.    On  the  night  of  the  28th  of  September,  Gen.  Ord  crossed  the  river,  n 
and  early  on  the  morning  of  the  29th,  advanced  on  the  intrenchments  at  Chapin's  Farm,    " 
and  carried  them  without  serious  loss.    He  captured  from  200  to  300  prisoners,  and  15 
pieces  of  artillery.     Simultaneously  with  this,  Gen.  Birney  moved  from  Beep  Bottom 
up  to  the  Newmarket  road,  and  carried  the  intrenchments  with  ease ;  scattering  the  $/, 
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enemy  in  every  direction  and  capturing  a  few  prisoners.  Our  forces  took  possession 
of  Fort  Harrison  and  advanced  as  far  as  Laurel  Hill,  when  their  progress  was  checked. 
The  next  day  (September  30th),  the  enemy  endeavored  to  recapture  Fort  Harrison,  but 
failed.  On  the  day  following,  Terry's  and  Kautz's  cavalry  forces  made  a  reconnoisance 
to  within  less  than  two  miles  of  Richmond.  On  Friday,  October  7th,  the  enemy  made 
a  vigorous  and  partially  successful  endeavor  to  turn  the  right  flank  of  the  army  of  the 
James.  The  rebel  General  Anderson,  with  one  brigade  of  cavalry  and  two  divisions 
of  infantry,  fell  upon  our  cavalry,  taking  it  by  surprise.  Our  forces  upon  the  right 
were  soon  completely  routed  and  many  of  them  captured.  The  enemy  pursued  as  far 
as  New  Market  and  Signal  Hill,  where  they  encountered  our  main  body  by  whom 
they  were  severely  repulsed.  After  this,  they  abandoned  the  Central  road,  upon 
which  we  moved,  occupying  our  old  position.  Our  entire  loss  for  the  day  did  not 
exceed  five  hundred,  while  Gen.  Butler  estimated  that  of  the  enemy  at  one  thousand. 
Among  the  latter  were  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  prisoners.  On  the  29th  of  October, 
the  army  of  the  Potomac  moved  against  the  rebel  position  at  Hatchers'  Run.  A  severe 
fight  ensued  in  which  aportion  of  the  Second  and  Sixth  corps  were  driven  back  with 
considerable  loss;  while  our  left,  under  Gen.  Gregg,  sustained  a  hot  attack.  Our 
forces,  however,  held  their  own  ;  subsequently,  Gen.  Grant  ordered  them  to  withdraw ; 
the  reason  given  being,  that  as  the  movement  was  only  a  reconnoisance,  its  chief 
object  had  been  accomplished. 

In  the  early  autumn  the  Shenandoah  Valley  became  once  more  the  scene  of  impor- 
tant operations.  On  Sunday,  September  18th,  the  rebel  General  Gardner  attacked  Gen. 
Averill  at  Martinsburg.  but  was  repulsed.  Sheridan  held  a  strong  position  near  the 
railroad  from  Harper's  Ferry  to  Winchester.  When  Gardner  made  his  attack,  the 
great  body  of  Early's  army  was  in  the  vicinity  of  Bunker  Hill,  northwest  of  the  posi- 
tion held  by  Sheridan.  A  rapid  advance  along  the  Winchester  road  would  place  our 
army  in  the  rear  of  the  rebel  army,  and  the  opportunity  was  quickly  embraced.  The 
Sixth  and  Nineteenth  Corps  commenced  the  advance  at  3  a.  m.  on  the  19th.  Crook  fol- 
lowed three  hours  later  and  joined  the  main  column  at  the  crossing  of  the  Opequan. 
Our  advance  was  stubbornly  resisted,  and  our  first  and  second  lines  were  thrown  tem- 
porarily into  some  confusion.  But  Sheridan  soon  got  his  artillery  into  position,  when 
order  was  restored  and  our  wavering  ranks  re-formed.  A  desperate  contest  ensued — the 
opposing  lines  being  at  some  points  not  more  than  200  yards  apart.  A  cavalry  charge, 
made  at  a  critical  moment,  decided  the  fortunes  of  the  day  and  gave  us  the  victory. 
Early  was  driven  from  the  field  in  confusion,  retreating  towards  Fisher's  Hill,  a  short 
distance  south  of  Strasburg,  closely  followed  by  our  forces.  We  took  over  -2,000  prison- 
ers and  a  large  number  of  guns.  On  the  22d;  Sheridan  attacked  the  rebel  position  at 
Forbes'  Hili.  The  battle  commenced  in  the  forenoon,  with  manoeuvering  for  posi- 
tion. Gen.  Crook  succeeded  in  flanking  the  enemy's  left,  and  subsequently  made  a 
terrific  charge,  carrying  the  enemy  before  him  and  turning  him  out  of  his  intrench- 
menfs  in  great  confusion.  At  the  same  time,  Wright  attacked  in  the  centre  and  Emory 
on  the  left,  and  Averill  skirted  along  the  base  of  the  South  Mountain.  With  great 
rapidity,  the  Sixth  corps  broke  in  the  enemy's  centre,  separating  his  two  wings,  and, 
in  great  disorganization,  the  enemy  broke  and  fled  towards  Woodstock.  Artillery, 
horses,  wagons,  rifles,  knapsacks  and  canteens  were  abandoned  in  the  flight  and  lined 
the  road.  It  was  a  very  disastrous  defeat.  Eleven  hundred  prisoners  and  sixteen 
of  artillery  were  captured,  besides  a  great  many  caissons  and  artillery  horses, 
with  ammunition,  small  arms,  and  such  spoils  as  fall  from  an  army  retreating  under 
such  disadvantages.  Early  retreated,  panic-stricken,  towards  and  beyond  Staunton, 
onr  cavalry  treading  closeupon  his  heels  and  capturing  many  gnus  and  prisoners.  The 
pursuit  was  continued  as  far  as  Staunton.  In  these  two  engagements,  and  the  pursuit 
ITT  that  followed,  over  10,000  rebels  were  put  hors  du  combat.  Sheridan,  after  occupying 
C       Staunton  and  inflicting  great  damage,  leisurely  fell  back  towards  Strasburg.     At  ( 
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Fisher's  Hill  he  was  attacked  by  the  rebel  Gen.  Rosser,  October  9th,  who  hoped  to 
destroy  his  rear ;  but  our  gallant  boys  wheeled  about  and  gave  the  rascals  such  a 
]P  drubbing  as  sent  them  "whirling  through  the  valley."  We  captured  11  guns  and  47 
wagons,  and  took  over  300  prisoners.  Sheridan  then  continued  to  fall  back  as  far  as 
Cedar  Creek.  Here  he  was  attacked  by  Early  on  the  19th  of  October.  The  attack  was 
made  before  daybreak,  at  a  moment  when  Sheridan  himself  was  absent  from  the  army. 
So  sudden  was  tbe  onslaught  that  our  lines  were  thrown  into  confusion,  and  there  was 
every  prospect  of  a  serious  disaster  to  onr  arms.  The  left  flank  of  the  Eighth  corps 
was  turned ;  our  army  was  driven  back  four  miles,  losing  20  pieces  of  artillery.  At 
this  critical  juncture,  Sheridan  arrived  in  person,  put  himself  at  the  head  of  our 
demoralized  forces,  and  by  the  magnetism  of  his  presence,  stayed  the  panic  and 
stopped  the  retreat.  Re-forming  his  lines,  he  awaited  an  attack,  which  was  made  at 
1  p.  v.,  and  repulsed  it.  At  3  p.  m.  he  assumed  the  offensive,  attacked  the  enemy  and 
completely  routed  him,  driving  him  from  the  field  and  capturing  54  pieces  of  artillery ! 
The  enemy  lost  a  portion  of  their  train.  The  carnage  was  frightful,  while  we  took 
a  large  number  of  prisoners.  This  virtually  ended  the  campaign  in  the  Shenandoah, 
and  left  Sheridan  "master  of  the  situation." 

In  the  early  autumn  Missouri  became  once  more  the  victim  of  a  rebel  incursion.  On 
the  7th  of  October,  Gen.  Price  crossed  the  Osage  river  at  the  head  of  a  force  over  20,000 
strong,  and  marched  into  the  state.  On  the  morning  of  the  8th,  the  rebels  appeared 
before  our  works  at  Jefferson  City,  but  returned  without  giving  battle.  On  the  after- 
noon of  the  9th  they  entered  California,  twenty-five  miles  west  of  Jefferson  City,  on  the 
Pacific  railroad,  and  burned  the  depot  and  a  train  of  cars.  Later  in  the  day  they  were 
driven  from  the  place  with  the  aid  of  a  battery,  which  inflicted  severe  loss  upon  them. 
From  California  the  advance  was  continued  to  Booneville,  where  the  rebel  Gen. 
Shelby  crossed  the  Missouri  with  a  cavalry  force  2,000  strong.  Several  bridges  on  the 
Pacific  railroad  were  burnt,  and  a  large  amount  of  valuable  railroad  property  destroyed. 
The  St.  Joseph  railroad  also  suffered  considerable  damage.  Gen.  Price  issued  a  pro- 
clamation to  the  people,  announcing  himself  as  their  deliverer,  and  calling  upon  them 
to  rally  round  his  standard.  In  the  meantime,  a  detachment  of  other  rebels  attacked 
Pilot  Knob  near  Ironton.  Our  troops,  commanded  by  Gen.  Ewing,  abandoned  their 
position  and  fell  back  toward  Rolla,  the  enemy  trying  to  flank  them.  In  the  meantime, 
onr  forces  rapidly  concentrated.  Gen.  Rosecrans  took  the  field  in  person  and  marched 
against  the  invaders.  Price  retreated  towards  Kansas,  closely  pursued  by  our  army, 
Avhile  he  was  unexpectedly  confronted  by  a  second  Federal  column  marching  to  meet 
him  under  Gen.  Curtiss.  A  battle  was  fought  near  Independence,  October  22d,  in 
which  the  enemy  were  signally  defeated,  losing  three  guns  and  a  large  number  of  pri- 
soners. Price  continued  his  retreat,  but  was  again  overhauled  by  our  forces  under 
Pleasanton,  at  Big  Blue  and  Osage  river,  and  severely  repulsed.  He  succeeded  in  get- 
ting back  into  Arkansas  in  a  damaged  condition,  having  lost  the  greater  part  of  his 
train,  full  one-third  of  his  army  in  killed,  wounded  and  prisoners,  and  a  considerable 
portion  of  his  artillery.    Among  their  captured  was  Maj .  Gen.  Marmaduke. 

Two  of  the  most  famous  of  the  rebel  pirates  have  been  captured  since  our  last  record 
closed.  The  Alabama  was  attacked  by  the  U.  S.  War  Ship  Kearsage  off  the  port  of 
Cherbourg,  France,  on  the  19th  of  June.  A  brisk  engagement  took  place,  but  it  soon 
became  apparent  that  the  rebel  vessel  was  no  match  for  her  antagonist,  and  in  less 
than  an  hour's  time  the  former  began  to  sink.  The  crew  tried  to  save  themselves  by 
jumping  overboard ;  a  portion  of  them  were  picked  up  by  our  boats,  while  most  of  the 
remainder,  including  the  rebel  commander,  Semmes,  were  taken  aboard  by  the  English 

fy.%  yacht  Deerhound,  whose  captain,  a  notorious  rebel  sympathizer,  pretended  to  be  on   $ 
the  ground  accidentally,  but  was  really  there  to  lend  his  secession  friends  a  helping 
if  hand.    Semmes  and  a  portion  of  his  gang  were  landed  in  England,  where  a  brilliant 
,„   ovation  awaited  them.    The  loss  on  the  Alabama  wag  7  killed,  12  wounded  and  17  „ 

e  4  drowned,  that  on  the  Kearsage,  one  mortally,  and  three  severely  wounded.    The  pirate  M4 
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Florida  met  a  somewhat  similar  fate.  After  destroying  a  large  number  of  vessels,  she 
put  into  the  harbor  of  Bahia,  Brazil,  for  coal  and  repairs,  where  she  was  followed  by 
the  U.  S.  ship  Wachusett.  On  the  night  of  the  7th  of  October,  while  the  rebel  Captain 
Morris  and  75  of  the  crew  were  ashore,  the  commander  of  the  Federal  vessel,  Captain 
Cushing,  quietly  raised  anchor,  and  drove  his  ship  straight  into  the  rebel.  So  sudden 
was  the  attack,  that  those  on  board  the  latter,  were  taken  entirely  by  surprise  and 
surrendered  without  a  struggle.  A  hawser  was  attached  to  the  captured  vessel,  when 
the  Wachusett,  putting  on  a  full  head  of  steam,  hastily  put  out  to  sea  with  her  prize  in 
tow.  The  guns  of  the  fort  guarding  the  entrance  of  the  harbor  opened  on  her,  and  a 
couple  of  Brazilian  men-of-war  steamed  after  her,  but  they  did  not  overhaul  her. 
Strangely  enough,  the  Florida  was  sunk  just  before  arriving  at  Fortress  Monroe,  by 
being  accidentally  run  into  by  a  government  transport.  The  rebel  naval  monster 
Albemarle,  for  some  time  the  terror  of  the  North  Carolina  waters,  was  destroyed 
by  Picket  Launch  No.  2,  of  Admiral  Porter's  fleet,  on  the  night  of  October  31st. 
The  launch,  under  command  of  Lieut.  Cashing,  run  the  gauntlet  of  a  line  of  rebel 
batteries  nearly  two  miles  long,  made  at  the  Albemarle  under  full  head  of  steam,  struck 
her  nearly  amidships,  and  planted  a  torpedo  under  her  overhang.  An  enormous  hole 
was  stove  through  her  and  she  soon  went  down  to  the  bottom,  but  not  until  she  had 
fired  a  gun  into  the  launch,  which  caused  it  to  sink  instantly.  Lieut,  dishing  ordered 
his  men  to  save  themselves,  divested  himself  of  his  coat  and  boots,  swam  ashore  under 
a  shower  of  rebel  bullets,  took  to  the  swamp  and  found  his  way  within  our  lines.  His 
brave  comrades  were,  it  is  supposed,  all  either  drowned  or  captured. 

Sherman  having  established  himself  in  Atlanta,  the  rebels  made  desperate  efforts  to 
destroy  his  communications,  and  thus  compel  him  to  evacuate  it.  Forrest  crossed  the 
Tennessee  and  took  Athens,  Alabama,  with  its  garrison  500,  together  with  300  men  sent 
to  their  support.  The  rebels  then  marched  upon  Pulaski,  where  they  were  confronted 
by  Gen.  Rousseau,  who  offered  battle  which  was  declined,  but  moved  eastward  to  attack 
the  Nashville  and  Chattenooga  Railroad.  They  were  again  headed  off  by  Rousseau, 
who  rapidly  moved  his  army  to  Tullahoma.  The  rebels  again  avoided  battle,  retreat- 
ing westward.  Sherman  having  despatched  Thomas  to  attend  to  Forrest,  and  the 
Tennessee  being  greatly  swollen,  the  latter  recrossed  the  river  and  retreated  north- 
wards. Hood,  also  endeavored  to  get  into  Sherman's  rear,  in  order  to  make  him  let 
go  his  hold  on  Atlanta.  On  the  19th  of  September  he  began  to  move  his  army  from 
the  Macon  to  the  West  Point  railroad,  preliminary  to  another  movement  which 
would  put  his  army  between  Sherman  and  Chattenooga.  Crossing  the  Chattahoochee, 
October  2d,  he  moved  on  to  Dallas.  Sherman,  leaving  a  garrison  at  Atlanta,  followed 
him ;  and  crossed  the  Chattahoochee  on  the  4th,  sending  a  division  of  the  Fifteenth  corps 
under  Gen.Carse,  toRome;  but  Sherman,  learning  that  Hood  was  marching  on  Dallas, 
ordered  Carse  to  hasten  to  Atlanta,  where  a  million  and  a  half  of  rations  had  been 
stored,  and  upon  which  a  rebel  force  was  advancing.  It  was  attacked  October  6th  by 
the  rebel  Gen.  French,  but  our  forces  successfully  held  it,  losing  700  out  of  1,700.  The 
rebels  lost  200  in  killed,  and  over  1.000  in  wounded  and  prisoners.  Gen.  Sherman 
arrived  at  Kensoc  in  time  to  witness  the  repulse  of  the  enemy,  but  too  late  to  take 
part  in  the  engagement.  Hood  being  pressed  upon  flank  and  rear,  retreated  toward 
the  southwest,  and  Sherman,  having  restored  his  communications,  returned  with  a 
portion  of  his  army  to  Atlanta,  leaving  the  rest  under  Thomas  to  operate  against  Hood 
and  Forrest. 

About  the  same  time,  the  rebel  Gen.  Breckinridge  moved  with  a  considerable  force 
upon  East  Tennessee.  On  the  12th  of  November  he  attacked  our  forces  under  Gen. 
Gillman  and  drove  them  from  their  intrenchments.  On  the  13th  he  again  attacked 
them  near  Russellville,  our  forces  gradually  falling  back  in  the  direction  of  Knoxville. 
The  rebels  pursued  as  far  as  Strawberry  Plains.  We  lost  somewhat  heavily  in  killed 
and  wounded,  besides  several  huudred  prisoners. 

Our  forces  in  Northern  Georgia  and  Southern  Tennessee  having  been  reduced  by  the 
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4»  expedition  of  Sherman,  IIoocl  and  Beauregard  moved  northward,  our  army  gradually 
(jj  falling  back  jfn  the  direction  of  Nashville.  The  object  was  apparently  to  form  a 
4r  junction  with  Breckinridge,  and  with  the  combined  forces  secure  a  lodgment  in  East 
Tennessee,  and  have  possession  of  the  Tennessee  and  Virginia  Valley  railroad.  On 
the  30th  of  November,  our  main  army  had  reached  Franklin,  18  miles  south  of  Nashville, 
when  Gen.  Scholcfield,  who  was  immediately  in  command,  prepared  to  give  battle.  At 
4  p.  m.  the  enemy  commenced  advancing  on  our  line,  when  our  batteries  opened, 
shelling  them,  followed  soon  after  by  cannonading  along  the  whole  line.  The  enemy, 
protected  by  woods,  opened  a  volley  of  musketry  and  charged.  For  a  moment  our  lino 
wavered  and  fell  back,  but  soon  rallied,  and  in  turn  charged  the  rebels,  when  a  despe- 
rate conflict  ensued.  Our  forces  were  swung  on  the  rebel  flanlc,  doubling  them  in  the 
centre  and  mowing  them  down  by  hundreds.  Our  men  swept  back  on  the  enemy's 
line,  hmiing  them  back  in  confusion.  Our  entire  loss  did  not  exceed  700,  while  the 
rebels  lost  fearfully.  No  less  than  6,000  were  dead  and  wounded,  while  wc  took  1,000 
prisoners. 

Hood  attempted  to  invest  Nashville,  while  he  fortified  himself  in  his  position  in 
front  of  our  lines.  Gen.  Thomas,  reinforced,  determined  to  dislodge  him,  and  on  the 
morning  of  December  15th,  attacked  his  left  with  great  fury,  driving  it  from  the  river 
below  the  city,  as  far  as  Franklin's  Pike,  a  distance  of  nearly  eight  miles.  He  captured 
Chalmers  train  and  headquarters,  another  train  of  20  wagons,  together  with  1,000 
prisoners  and  16  pieces  of  artillery.  The  enemy  fell  back  in  great  confusion,  followed 
by  our  forces.  The  battle  was  renewed  on  the  16th.  when  Thomas  achieved  one  of  the 
most  decisive  victories  of  the  war.  The  enemy  was  routed  on  left,  right  and  centre ; 
his  army  was  cut  in  two  and  hurled  back  towards  Franklin,  crushed  and  disorganized. 
The  battle-field  was  strewn  with  arms,  abandoned  by  the  flying  rebels,  while  no  less 
than  49  cannon  fell  into  our  hands.  We  captured  5,000  prisoners.  While  the  enemy's 
loss  in  killed  and  wounded  numbered  at  least  3,000,  our  entire  loss  in  the  day's  fighting 
did  not  exceed  2,000.  The  enemy  were  pursued  to  Franklin,  near  which  place  their 
rear  guard  was  attacked  on  the  17th  and  severely  whipped,  losing  a  large  number  of 
prisoners  and  many  guns.  Gen.  Forrest  attacked  our  forces  at  Murfreesboro,  and  was 
terribly  repulsed,  losing  no  less  than  1,500  in  killed  and  wounded,  who  fell  into  our 
hands.  In  this  series  of  engagements  we  captured  and  brought  in  just  six  thousand 
prisoners,  making  nine  thousand,  counting  the  wounded  at  Franklin.  We  also  cap- 
tured four  Major  Generals,  including  Gens.  Jackson  and  Johnston,  as  well  a3  Brig. 
Gen.  Smith  and  Roger.  Hood  had  seventy-five  pieces  of  artillery,  of  which  we  captured 
sixty-eight  pieces.  Our  entire  loss  will  not  reach  3,500.  Hood's  entire  loss  in  the  series 
of  engagements  was  17,000,  and  18  general  officers. 

At  the  same  time  a  severe  blow  was  dealt  the  rebels  from  another  quarter.  An 
expedition  to  co-operate  with  Sherman,  left  Vicksburg  in  the  latter  part  of  November. 
It  reached  the  Mississippi  Central  railroad  on  the  25th,  and  after  a  stubborn  fight 
succeeded  in  destroying  the  Big  Black  River  bridge.  It  also  destroyed  thirty  miles  of 
track,  including  culverts,  the  wagon  bridge  over  the  Big  Black  Vaughan  pike,  and 
Goodman's  station,  with  all  the  railroad  depots  and  buildings,  2,600  bales  of  cotton, 
two  locomotives,  four  cars,  four  stage  coaches,  twenty  barrels  of  salt,  and  166,000  worth 
of  6torcs  at  Vaughan's  station.  It  severed  Hood's  communications  with  Mobile, 
cut  him  off  from  his  main  supply  of  stores  and  provisions,  and  seriously  threatened 
his  rear. 

Gen.  Sherman,  in  early  November,  resolved  upon  one  of  the  most  daring  acts  in  the 
history  of  military  achievements.  This  was  nothing  less  than  to  march  boldly  through 
the  heart  of  the  rebel  confederacy,  coming  out  on  the  Atlantic  coast.  Leaving  Gen. 
Thomas  to  take  care  of  Hood,  he  proposed  to  start  on  his  perilous  enterprise  at  the 
head  of  some  40,000  troops,  cavalry  and  infantry.  Rome,  Marietta  and  Atlanta  were 
£i?4  effectually  swept  of  all  the  property  and  buildings  that  could  aid  the  enemy.    Many  £a5 
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carloads  of  store3  and  material  were  sent  back  to  Chattanooga,  others  loaded  for  the 
(J)  expedition,  and  the  surplus— between  one  and  two  millions  in  value— were  destroyed 
t  J  by  fire.    The  railroad  to  Chattanooga  was  torn  up,  and  all  rolling  stock  burnt  or    ' 
removed.    All  factories,  railroad  stations,  and  public  buildings  in  the  adjoining  region 
were  also  burnt.     Gen.  Sherman  marched  out  of  Atlanta  (November  14th)  in  two 
win^s,  the  right  under  Howard,  and  the  left  under  Slocnm,  with  a  cavalry  advance  for 
eaclT.    Howard  marched  through  Eastport,  driving  off  with  his  cavalry  advance  the 
enemy's  mounted  troops  under  Iverson,  and  eventually  arrived  at  Jonesboro'  on  the 
16th.    From  Jonesboro'  he  marched  to  McDonough  and  to  Griffin,  repulsing  Wheeler's 
troops  again  at  Bear  Creek,  10  miles  above  Griffin.    Wheeler's  cavalry  retreated  to 
Griffin,  and  his  infantry  to  Barnesville.     The  public  buildings,   stations,   &c,  at 
Jonesboro'  and  McDonough  were  burned.    On  Friday,  the  ISth,  Howard  pushed  on  to 
Griffin,  which  is  on  the  Macon  railroad,  43  miles  from  Atlanta,  and  58  from  Macon. 
His  cavalry  went  down  to  Forsyth,  there  cutting  the  railroad  to  Macon.    Meanwhile, 
on  the  19th  or  20th,  the  infantry  column  marched  easterly  to  Jackson  and  Indian  Spring, 
and  thence  to  Monticello  and  Hillsboro',  which  places  they  reached  on  the  20th,  after 
crossing  the  Ocmulgee  river  at  Planter's  Factory  on  the  19th.    On  the  22d,  Howard 
entered  Milledgeville,  where  he  burnt  the  penitentiary  and  other  public  buildings, 
while  the  cavalry  captured  Griswoldville,  10  miles  east  of  Macon,  on  the  Georgia 
Central  railroad,  where  (November  30th)  they  burned  the  foundry  and  other  works, 
captured  and  burnt  a  lumber  train,  and  destroyed  railroad  and  telegraph  communica- 
tion between  Macon  and  Savannah.    At  the  same  time  Slocum  moved  to  Decatur.    At 
Stone  Mountain  he  burned  the  public  buildings  and  storehouses,  and  by  the  17th  had 
reached  Social  Circle,  50  miles  from  Atlanta,  on  the  Augusta  road,  where  he  burnt  the 
depot.    On  the  19th,  our  cavalry  reached  Madison,  a  town  103  miles  west  of  Augusta, 
on  the  Georgia  road,  and  there  burned  the  depot  and  other  public  buildings.    Next 
day,  our  troops  had  arrived  at  Buckhead,  the  next  town  easterly,  on  the  same  road,  94 
mnes  west  of  Augusta.    From  Buckhead  our  cavalry  crossed  the  Oconee,  and  on 
Sunday  afternoon,  the  20th,  arrived  at  Greensboro',  84  miles  west  of  Augusta.    Thence 
they  marched  on  Union  Point,  where  the  Athens,  branch  unites  with  the  main  Georgia 
Eailroad.    The  two  columns  united  at  Milledgeville,  which  place  the  combined  army 
left  November  24th,  en  route  for  Millen.    The  main  body  crossed  the  Oconee  near 
Milledgeville,  destroying  the  bridge  over  that  river,  and  the  railroad  bridge  over 
Fisher's  creek,  south  of  the  city.    A  large  force  of  cavalry  demonstrated  at  the 
Central  railroad  bridge  over  the  Oconee,  25  miles  southeast  of  Milledgeville,  which 
was  defended  in  earthworks  by  the  rebel  Gen.  Wayne,  who  commanded  an  improvised 
brigade  of  stragglers  and  militia  which  had  been  picked  up  between  Milledgeville 
and  Augusta.    This  road  here  runs  for  several  miles  through  a  swamp,  which  borders 
the  west  bank  of  the  Oconee.    Wheeler,  who  had  been  left  in  the  rear  at  Macon, 
took  a  swift  circuit  southward  through  Twiggs,  Wilkinson  and  Laurens  counties, 
and  crossed  the  Oconee  to  Wayne's  assistance  at  Buckeye  Bridge,  eighteen  miles 
below  the  railroad  bridge.    But  this  availed  nothing,  for  Howard's  column,  in  moving 
upon  Sandersville,  in  Washington  county,  marched  down  the  east  bank  of  the  Oconee, 
and  Wayne  hearing  of  it,  imagined  he  was  flanked,  and  on  the  25th  retired  in  pre- 
cipitate haste  to  Davisboro,  and  thence  in  the  direction  of  Louisville,  the  couuty 
seat  of  Jefferson  county.     The  advance  of  Howard's  column  reached  Sandersville, 
November  26.    The  railroad  was  cut  again,  and  the  depot  burned,  at  Tennille  Station, 
immediately  south  of  Sandersville.    The  left  wing,  under  Slocum,  took  to  the  north- 
->  ward,  aiming  for  Sparta,  on  the  24th  encamped  at  Devereaux,  and   the  cavalry    q| 
'(£)  scoured  the  whole  country,  one  of  the  richest  in  the  south.    Vast  quantities  of  forage 
V  and  provisions  were  destroyed,  a  largo  number  of  horses  and  mules  captured,  and 
Jjjj  much  cotton  burned.    The  Georgia  Central  railroad  was  also  seriously  damaged.    ^K 
m  Slocum  marched  through  Sparta  to  Gibson,  Glascock  county,  and  then  moved  upon  ^y 
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Louisville,  converging  with  the  right  wing  near  the  latter  place.  The  whole  army 
appeared  in  the  vicinity  of  Milieu,  December  2d,  having  succeeded  in  completely 
0  mystifying  the  rebels,  in  making  them  believe  that  he  intended  to  attack  Augusta  and  t 
Warren.  After  leaving  Millen,  Gen.  Sherman  moved  rapidly  upon  Savannah,  and  on 
the  Pth  of  December,  Gen.  Howard  struck  the  canal  which  connects  the  Ogeechee  with 
the  Savannah  at  a  point  about  ten  miles  in  the  rear  (west)  of  the  city.  From  this  point 
and  on  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  he  sent  three  of  his  most  trusted  scouts,  Captain 
Duncan  and  Sergeants  Myron  J.  Emmick  and  George  W.  Quimby,  in  a  small  boat 
down  the  Ogeechee  river,  passing  Fort  McAllister  in  the  night,  and  communicated  ou 
the  11th  with  the  gunboat  Dandelion,  of  Admiral  Dahlgren's  fleet  off  Ossabaw  Sound, 
which  immediately  took  them  on  board,  and  arrived  at  Port  Koyal  harbor  on  the 
morning  of  the  12th.  On  the  19th,  Gen.  Sherman  appeared  before  Fort  McAllister, 
which  commanded  the  Ogeechee  river.  This  place  he  carried  by  assault,  on  the  13th, 
thus  establishing  communications  with  our  fleet. 

This  march  of  Gen.  Sherman  was  one  of  the  most  remarkable  on  record.  His  army 
traveled  a  distance  of  nearly  300  miles  in  less  than  four  weeks,  and  without  losing  over 
1,500  men  all  told.  He  destroyed  over  two  hundred  miles  of  railroad,  gathered  up  eight 
or  ten  thousand  negroes,  took  4,000  prisoners,  burnt  and  captured  a  vast  amount  of 
stores,  collected  fifteen  thousand  horses  and  mules,  and  had  more  supplies,  and  more 
wagons  and  stores  when  he  arrived  on  the  seaboard  than  when  he  started  from  Atlanta. 
He  overran  forty-two  counties  and  devastated  a  belt  of  country  fifty  miles  wide.  Having 
captured  Fort  McAllister,  he  proceeded  to  invest  Savannah,  which  was  garrisoned  by 
from  13,000  to  15,000  rebels  under  Gen.  Hardee.  On  the  21st  of  December  the  city  sur- 
rendered to  Gen.  Sherman  without  firing  a  gun.  Hardee  and  his  army  escaped  the 
night  before  by  crossing  the  river  and  reaching  the  open  country  by  way  of  Union 
Causeway.  The  rebels  destroyed  the  navyyard  and  blewup  the  iron-clads.  Gen.  Sher- 
man captured  800  prisoners,  150  guns,  14  locomotives  in  good  order,  190  cars,  a  large 
lot  of  ammunition  and  materials  of  war,  3  steamers  and  33,000  bales  of  cotton. 

An  expedition  to  co-operate  with  Sherman  by  cutting  railroad  communications 
between  Charleston  aud  Savannah,  left  Port  Royal  on  the  29th  of  November.  It  con- 
sisted of  all  Gen.  Foster's  available  forces,  which  embarked  on  transports.  After 
cutting  the  railroad  near  Pocatoligo,  our  army  proceeded  toward  Grahamville,  near 
which  place  it  encountered  a  considerable  rebel  force,  under  command  of  Gen.  Gus- 
tavus  W.  Smith.  The  enemy  was  partially  intrenched,  and  held  a  strong  position. 
The  attack  was  commenced  by  Gen.  Foster,  and  the  fight  lasted  from  eleven  in  the 
morning  until  the  approach  of  night  brought  it  to  a  close.  The  enemy  reported  a  loss 
of  between  eighty  and  a  hundred  killed  and  wounded,  and  put  our  casualties  at  a  much 
greater  figure.  Gen.  Foster  finding  the  position  too  strong  to  be  taken  without  a 
great  sacrifice  of  life,  fell  back  to  a  position  on  the  line  of  the  railroad,  where  he 
intrenched  himself.  On  the  6th  of  December,  another  expedition,  under  the  joint 
command  of  Gen.  Foster  and  Admiral  Dahlgren,  started  from  Beaufort  up  the  Broad 
river.  The  object  was  to  destroy  the  Pocatoligo  bridge  on  the  Savannah  and  Charleston 
railroad,  which  was  successfully  accomplished  after  a  brief  engagement. 

An  important  expedition  was  organized  under  the  direction  of  Gen.  Canby.    A  force 
of  cavalry  5,000  strong,  commanded  by  Gen.  Davidson,  left  Baton  Rouge  November 
27th.    From  thence  it  marched  to  Tanghipicho,  where  it  destroyed  the  Jackson  rail- 
road for  a  distance  of  five  miles,  and  burnt  all  the  railroad  buildings,  bridges  and  trestle 
work.    The  same  afternoon  the  force  started  for  Franklinville,  Mississippi.    Here  a 
;,    number  of  prisoners  and  a  mail  were  captured.    The  railroad  at  this  point  was 
Pfi  destroyed.    Scott's  command  bushwhacked  the  whole  distance.    This  command  then  C 
y  i)  crossed  Pearl  river,  where  several  more  prisoners  and  a  mail  were  captured.    From  ( 
Z£l  this  they  went  to  the  state  line,  on  the  Pascagoula  river,  and  occupied  West  Pascagoula.  ^ 
€»  The  march  was  continued  through  Southern  Mississippi,  Alabama  and  Florida,  the  \ 
|?|>$  enemy  everywhere  repulsed  or  fleeing  at  the  sight  of  our  advancing  column.    Eailroads  ^ 
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were  torn  up,  "bridges  Avcrc  burned,  and  a  vast  amount  of  property  destroyed.    At  the  <ste 
date  of  the  close  of  our  record,  Gen.  Davidson  is  reported  to  he  within  two  or  three  (j) 
MP  days'  march  of  Mobile,  and  apparently  aiming  directly  for  that  point.    The  utmost  4r 
consternation  prevails  among  the  enemy.    The  Governor  of  Alabama  has  issued  a    1 
proclamation  calling  upon  the  people  to  rush  to  the  rescue,  and  promising  to  lead 
them  in  person  against  the  hated  Yankees. 

On  the  13th  of  December  a  large  expedition  sailed  from  Hampton  roads  for  the 
southern  coast.  It  consisted  of  some  10,000  troops,  under  command  of  Gen.  Butler 
and  a  fleet  of  transports,  monitors,  gunboats,  &c  ,  under  command  of  Admiral  Porter. 
Its  destination  was  unknown,  though  it  was  generally  supposed  to  be  Wilmington, 
North  Carolina.  A  severe  storm  was  encountered  off  Cape  Hatteras,  and  one  of  the 
small  monitors  was  seriously  disabled;  but  the  advance  of  the  fleet  reached  Beaufort 
harbor  on  the  morning  of  the  15th,  where  the  expedition  was  ordered  to  rendezvous. 
Owing  to  a  storm  that  prevailed,  active  operations  were  delayed  for  several  days,  and 
it  was  not  until  the  24th  that  our  fleet  appeared  opposite  Fort  Fisher,  twenty  miles 
below  Wilmington.  A  vigorous  cannonading  was  opened,  which  continued  until 
dark.  The  attack  was  renewed  next  morning,  but  at  the  present  date  no  results  have 
transpired.  Under  cover  of  this  fire,  a  portion  of  our  infantry  force  landed  above  the 
fort,  and  joined  in  the  attack.    The  prospects  of  success  were  flattering. 

Gen.  McCook  overtook  the  rebel  Gen.  Lyon  on  the  17th  of  December,  at  a  place  called 
Ashbyville,  in  McLean  county,  Kentucky,  and  after  a  sharp  battle  succeeded  in  defeat- 
ing and  routing  the  rebel  raider,  killing  a  considerable  number  of  his  men,  and  cap- 
turing one  piece  of  artillery.  He  pursued  the  flying  foe  to  Hopkinsville,  and  on  the 
ISth  again  attacked  and  routed  them.    At  last  accounts  the  pursuit  was  still  continued.
